Grand ol4 Missouri, the Imperial State of 


the Union, cheered on the World's Fair of / 


1908 and sealed with approval the plans 
that have been begun in that enterprise at 
the banquet tendered the General Assembly 
by the city of St. Louis at the Mercantile 
Club last night. 

The lawmakers of the Commonwealth, 
the men who are legally the State of Mis- 
sourl, assembled in social union, gave hear- 
ty sanction to the proposed commemora- 
tion of the Louisiana Purchase. 

The assemblage was of the kind that Mis- 
sourlt boasts of; men of brains, with 
eloquence to speak their, thoughts; men of 
enterprise, with the good of the community 
in their plans; a democratic gathering, 
none in homespun, but few in the fashion- 
dictated dress suit; representatives of Mis- 


sourt, the Imperial, and of St. Louis, her 
metropolis, all in accord on the proposition 
before them; the perpetuation of one of the 
nation’s historical epochs, the acquiring of 
the et Middie West by the United States 
in 1803. 

Except the few who were detained at the 
capital by the press of other public busi- 
ness all the State officers and the Llaegis- 
lature were present, interested participants 
in the discussion of the ways and means 
for the great Fair. 

The city’s guests, for whom the World's 
Fair Executive Committee acted as hosts, 
arrived at Union Station from the State 
capital,on a special train at 6:30 o'clock. 

hey were met by the Reception Commit- 
tee headed by Mayor Ziegenhein and ex- 
Gov. Francis. In harmony with the Jef- 
fersonian simplicity of the whole affair the 
visitors were taken to the Mercantile Club 
in street cars instead of in rubber-tired 
carriages. 

The visitors gathered in the assembly 
hall on the fifth floor where the hosts from 
, the cliy met and fraternized with them. 
‘Arm in arm, hosts and guests marched up 
the stairway to the banquet hall on the 
flocr above at about ®& o'clock. 


The beautiful banquet hall of the Mer- 
cantile Club never presented a more invit- 
ing appearance than it did last night when 
fits light and color and shimmer and 
sparkle of glass burst upon the gaze of Mis.

Francis.

PLIGHT GROWS MORE PITIABLE. 


WITH MORE FOOD. 


Another Storm Has Set in, and Though 
ea Hundred Soldiers Join the 
Shovelers All Fear for 
the Worst. 


CHEYENNE, Wyo., March 4.—For 16 
days 43 passengers and the train crew on 
a north-bound train on the Cheyenne & 
Northern road have been snowed in at 
Iron Movuntain Station and the time of 
their release is to-night more ine doubt 
than at any previous date. 

A message was received from Supt. Ras- 
bach, who is in charge of the train, says 
‘that all are well on board the train, but 
that the supply of food will not last until 
Sunday. 

A relief train carry’‘hg provisions left 
here Friday night, but dt is feared the bliz- 
zard now raging will seriously retard, if not 
prevent the passage of the relief train, as 
the cuts along the road are again rapidly 
| fill'nge up. 

Little prov'sion has reached the snow- 
bound men and women, only what could 
be carrie din sacks on the backs of intrep- 

id and stalwart men. Many have en- 
deavored to reHeve the sufferers, but only 
the most hardy could make their way, and 
all imperile] the'r lives. Of the scores who 
| have sought to reach the train not over a 
half-dozen have accomipl'shed the trip. 
Among these was Supt. Rasbach. 

The imprisoned travelers have conse- 
quently gone on short rations, though 
small help has been afforded by slaughter 
of a few cattle on a near-by farm, but now 
worse privation, if not absolute starvation, 
faces them. All the efforts of the railroad 
|}company with the most powerful locomo- 
tives and rotary snow plows have been un- 
able to make an appreciable dent on the 
snow which packed in the cuts almost as 
solid as ice. The only hope has rested on 
shovelers. At least three times in the 16 
days it was thought that the work of the 
hundreds had progressed almost sufficient- 
ly to allow a locomotive to break through 
and clear a perfect way for the fettered 
train, but each time hope was shattered by 
the coming of another heavy snowfall. 

Now another storm, gy hich in prospect is 
as bad as any of the winter is on, and if 
the discouragement on the outside is felt 
| proportionately by the locked-in people, 
they are indeed in a pitiable condition. 

But efforts of rescue will not be slack- 
To-morrow 100 colored soldiers of 
the Twenty-fourth Infantry at Fort Rus- 
sell, who have volunteered to go out as 
shovelers, will set to work under the di- 
rection of Mayor Schnitger of Cheyenne 
and Attorney Breckons, of the Colorado 
and Southern. Unless the weather bureau 
is greatly mistaken, however, it will be 
impossible for them to reach the impris- 
oned train for days.

Affray Due to a Contest for a 
Seat in Congress. 


ONE OF THE MEN WILL DIE. 


LITTLE HOPE OF REACHING THEM | FIGHT WAS THREE-CORNERED, 


GEN. WALKER BEING ENGAGED. 


He Was One of the Contestants, and 
When He Shot an Attorney He 
Was in Beturn Wounded 
_by Another. 


BRISTOL, Tenn., March 11.—The taking 
of depositions to-day in the: contest of W. 
F. Rhea, Congressman-elect of the Ninth 
Tennessee Dfstrict, and Gen. James A. 
Walker, former Congressman of the dis- 
trict, resulted in a shooting affray in which 
W. 8S. Hamilton, attorney of Judge Rhea, 
was mortally wounded and Gen. Walker 
was shot twice. 

The recent election in the district was 
one of the most bitterly contested in years. 
Feeling ran high for months and since the 
success of Rhea on the face of the returns 
the antagonism of the contestants and of 
their friends has grown more bitter each 
day. So intense has the partisanship grown 
that party lines have been tangled till 
scarce a citizen knows just what his politics 
are, and even families have been divided 
over the question of to whom the office be- 
longed. 

The plurakity for Rhea, as shown by the 
returning board, was* but small, and ex- 
tensive charges of fraud have been freely 
mrade by the supporters of Walker. Tt 
was over remarks regarding one of these 
charges, made during the swearing of wit- 
nesses to-day, that affront was taken and 
the deadly fight was begun. 

Gen. Walker was conducting his own case 
in the contest prel'minaries and became 
engaged in a wordy warfare with Attorney 
Hamilton. It is said by eye-witnesses of 
the trouble that Hamilton advanced on 
Walker in a threatening manner and that 
the General drew his revolver and began 
firing with promptitude. Only one shot 
from Gen. Walker’s revolver struck, but it 
is announced to-night that Hamilton cannot 
possibly recover. 

An instant after Gen. Walker had drawn 
his revolver G. E. Davis, private secretary 
of Judge Rhea, joined in the affray. He, 
too, drew a revolver, and fired as rapidly at 
Walker as the General fired at Hamilton. 
Both men emptied their revolvers, and 
when the firing ceased and the scared wit- 
nesses, commissioner and attorney, dared 
to venture back to the courtroom, from 
which they had fled in panic, Hamilton was 
found lying on the floor, apparently dead. 
He was shot in the abdomen. 

Gen. Walker was still standing, support- 
ing himself by leaning against the Judge's 
bench, but he was faint from loss of blood. 
Two bullets from Davis’ revolver had 
ploughed through his right shoulder, 


Davis, with empty revolver, was standing 
beside the wall, apparently watching for 
Gen. Walker to drop to the floor. 

The difficulty was brought on by a wit- 
ness who made very offensive remarks 
about Walker. <All manner of taunts are 
said to have been thrown at Gen. Walker 
by Rhea’s friends in taking the deposi- 
tions at Bristol, as well as elsewhere. 
Hamilton is a Republican and volunteered 
h's services counsel for Rhea. 

Gen. Walker, after the shooting, was ta- 
ken by his secretary to the St. Lawrence 
Hotel. He will probably recover. 

The shooting occurred in the Virginia 
Courthouse in the presence of numbers of 
friends of both men. All sorts of rumors 
are afloat as to exactly how the affair was 
precipitated and definite details are there- 
fore difficult to secure.

SHAFT BEING SUNK TO THEM. 


FOOD, PAPERS AND EVEN AN

Louis after a‘tong ab- 
sence for his health, the prescription hav- 
ing been donated by St. uls officials in 
the latter rt of last month. He went to 
the Hotel Beers on March 1 and reg'stered 
as Oliver Ames. On March 2 Mr. Highley- 
man’s diamnods were etolen. “Ames” re- 
mained two days later, and then gave up 
his room, though he did not take his trunk. 
lt was while on a trip to the hotel to in- 
quire for mail that the detectives spotted 
him. They kept watch on him all the time, 
delay‘ng arrest until they were more con.- 
fident of his guilt. The police say they 
are sure Moran is the diamond thief. 

Chapple Moran is a native of Liverpool, 
England. His proper name is Charies. He 
is about 27 years old, well-dreased and 
worldly. His first experience in St. Lou's 
was about six years ago, when he came 
here with a string of race horses. He had 
some fast ones in his stable, including The 
Drummer, a Hyder Ali colt, and Dr. Wil- 
cox, a full brother to Dr. Hasbrook. Liick 
went against him eventually, and the high- 
roller had to bethink h'mself to live in 
hia accustomed luxury. He turned “wire 
tapper.”’ 

The term is a joke when applied to the 
Moranesque methods. He merely called 
himseM a wire-tapper, and made all his 
money, 80 those who know him well say, 
by representing himself as a bold criminal 
who stole from the telegraph valuable in- 
formation pertaining to the race track. To 
the real wire-tapper and out-and-out crook 
Chapple Moran is a counterfeit. 

“He wouldn't tap a beer-keg, the white- 
hearted little beast,’’ is the way a former 
crony spoke of him at the Four Courts 
yesterday afternoon. 

Chappie’s game was always successful 
and profitable. Inasmuch as his victim be- 
came as much a criminal as himself, he 
has never been arrested for separating peo- 
ple from their money. A few years ago 
Chappie worked a prominent St, Louis fur- 
n'ture dealer for $600 and made $250 a6 easily 
as a Vanderbilt can sign a check. 

He showed the furniture man _ his set of 
telegraphic instruments, representing him- 
self as an expert operator. 

“I will tap the wire,”’ said Chappy, “and 
get the name of the winner of a certain 
race tn Chicago before it reaches the book- 
maker. Then I'll ive you the winning 
horse, and you Bg et on him and we'll 
divide the profits. 

It seemed an easy thing. The only risk 
being taken was by Chappy, and the furni- 
ture man volunteered to make the killing 
a $500 one. Chappy pretended to get his 
instrument in shape, but all the «time he 
was playing double. He went to a book- 
maker of his acquaintance and offered for 
half of the money to steer a bet of 3500 
to the book which was sure to lose. The 
poolroom keeper joined the game and agreed 
not to call the result of the race until 
Chappy was posted. When the returns 
came in Chappy went to his victim and 
gave him as the winner the name of a 
horse which had finished about fifth or 
sixth. 

The furniture man, jublignt at “doing”’’ 
a poolroom, laid his cold $500 down on Chap- 
py’s tip. The results were called and an- 
other horse had won. The furniture man 
was wild. Chappy simply said his con- 
federate who was intercepting the informa. 
tion had read the wires incorrectly. The 
furniture man went off to plan revenge. 
Chappy went out in the ally and split $600 
with the bookie. 

Chappy Moran married one of the daugh- 
ters of a Mrs. Bendscalder, who lives at 
3519 Lindell bl. He says the ceremony was 
performed four years ago, and that he 
married under the name of Moran... His 
mother-in-law, however, says she doeg not 
know any one named Moran.

Claude Cole and Herbert Grandy were 


the sons of respectable marents—one 4a 
teamster in Eendicott, the other a farmer on 
the edge of the village. 

For over a year Grandy had been the 
accepted suitor of Gertie Rickey, a pretty, 
Vivacious girl, 16 years old, the daughter 
of John Rickey of Endicott It is said the 
two were engaged. 

Claude Cole, who missed the companion- 
ship of his friend by reason of the new 
attachment, was frequently thrown into 
their company and enjoyed the experience, 
He was the handsomer of the two young 
men, and it was not long until Miss Ger- 
tle found her loye for Grandy diminishing. 
She couldn't help showing her preference 
for Cole. Grandy did not complain. He 
relied on the girl's promise to be his wife, 

On the day of the tragedy Grandy called 
at the Rickey house and had a long talk 
with his betrothed. He reminded her of 
her promise, his bright prospects, and in- 
sisted that she have nothing more to do 
with Cole. The girl listened patiently and 
insisted that she must see Cole once mor® 
and explain her position That evening 
she accompanied Cole to an entertainment 
at Endicott. Grandy was present and qujet- 
ly followed the couple Cound They lin- 
gered at the Rickey gate, and he finally ap- 
proached them and asked what it meant. 

Cole answered in a joking way, which an- 
gered Grandy, and he loudly denouncedthe 
pair. Then John Rickey came to the door 
and told his daughter to come into the 
house. 

She refused, and a moment later in an- 
ed told Grandy she preferred her new- 
ound lover and that all was over between 
them. With that she stepped between the 
two men and bade Grandy good-night 

“How long co you two want to live?’ 
Shrieked CGrandy, who was raging. Both 
replied that they hoped to live for many 
years. Grandy drew from his ovefcoat 
pocket a revolver and without another 
word threw his hand. over the girl’s shoul- 
der, placed the revolver almost against 
Cole’s shoulder and fired. 

Cole staggeted tnrough the doorway and 
fell inside. John Rickey picked him up and 
Saked if he was badly hurt, He replied: “TI 

guess he's got me this time,” and expired, 


Grandy, in the meantime, grasped the 


irl and held her. He watched Cole until 
1 fell, then he turned the girl roughly 
around and two or three times snapped the 


revolver in her face, but the weapon was i. 


— emptor the cartridges failed to ex- 
ode, 4 
Letting her go Grandy walked rapidly to 

Kis father’s house, where he remained but 
a few moments, when he was seen by the 
hight watchman to leave and start West 

toward Fairbury. 

e next afternoon a woman who was 
making a short cut across the flelds from 
Fairbury to Endicott discovered the body 
ofa man lying in a ravine. She notified the 
authorities, who brought the body to the 
cliy. It was that of Grandy. f 

He had shot himself, and his revolver 
Was found lying by his right hand 

The elder Grandy, when he saw the body, 
amiled and repeated over and over again: 
“Well done. bov, well done.”’ 

Shortiy after the finding of Grandy’s body 
Aa report was received from Hallenburg, 
Kan., that the dogs had passed throug 
the city on\what seemed a “hot trall.’’ The 
authorities ‘intercepted them by telegraph 
at Hanover, however, and they returned 
The trainer of the dogs wae at a loss to 
understand the mistake of the animals un- 
til the Grandy family were interviewed, 
and it Was learned that on the day pre- 
vious Mrs. Grandy had given a tramp a 
pair of her son's shoes and an old coat 
Which he had discarded, and thus attired 
he had furnished the trafl which the dogs 
Were zealously pursuing. 

Gertie Rickey, the 16-year-old girl who 
Was left desolate by the affair, has cavsed 
unflattering comments by the coolness she 
displayed through the tragedy. 

On the afternoon previous to the shootin 
Grandy called at her house, and they stoor 
54 the yard for some time talking over 
their differences. he imploring her to ac- 
cept his attentions again, she stolidly re- 
fusing. Finally he drew a revolver from 
his pocket and asked her to allow him to 
see how close he could come to hitting her 
toe. Bhe consented and put out her foot. 
Grandy fired and the ball grazed the tap 
of her shoe 

‘He then wanted to. perforate the ruffie 
On the shoulder of her dress in a like man- 
ner, and she stepped off a few paces and 
underwent the ordeal without flinching. 

This strange scene, coupled with her cool 
and collected demeanor on the night of 
the tragedy, has been the subject of much 
comment.

RAID GAMBLERS. 


THE HIGH WIND AIDED THEM. 


Several Men Made Prisoners, Amorg 
the Number John Thomas 
Brady. 


Two of Maj. William Desmond's detect- 


ives risked their lives last night by swing- | 


ing themselves by a rope from the roof of 
a four-story building to raid a poker game 
at 914% Olive st.

The Utah Legislature, after vainly trying to elect a Senator 
for several weeks, adjourned without action and the State 
will be without full representation in the Senate until the 
mext Legislature is elected.

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‘Gen. Henry says that the conditions in Porto Rico, where 
everything was supposed to be especially lovely in our ef- 
fairs, are alarming, and he is needing twice as mary troops 
as he has been allowed. The process of benevolent assimila- 
tion is everywhere being checked by the criminal aggression 
of our new subjects. 
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WANTED—A POET OF IMPERIALISM 


It has been ol-served that all the poets (alleged and other- 
wise) of the United States, discountenance imperialism and 
“nirger killing.” 

Pepecially is this noticeabie in the hundreds of imitations and 
parodies called out by Mr. Kipling’s ‘White Man’s Burden.” 
Fvery one of them ts a voice raised in protest against “crimi- 
nal aggression” and “benevolent assimilation.” Other poems 
which do not hang thus upon the Englishman's peg are 
equally emphatic in the plea for the good old ways of Ameri- 
can peace. -

Remarkable City Government.—Mr. J. W. Martin of Lon- 
don, England, who lectured on city government at the Non- 
S4etarian Church Tuesday evening, made some very sur- 
prising statements. Thus, the price of gas in Glasgow has 
been lowered to di cents a thougand since the private com- 
pany turned the business oyer to the city. Street railways 
owned and operated by the city pay a large revenue to ‘the 
public: treasury and fares are cheaper than ever before.. The 
city owns large areas of lands on which model tenements 
have been erected and rented to working people. They, too, 
pay a profit although the rents are low, The total net profit 
arising from these municipal enterprises was $200,000 the first 
year. These are remarkable results. 
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PLENTY OF LAW. 


When Attorney-General Maloney of Illinois eattacked the 
trusis in hig State he used only the common law. He found 
sufficient ground in the fundamental] principles of the com- 
mon law to effectively combat conspiracies and combines hos- 
tile to the public welfare. 

In answer to a question, Attorney-General Monnett of Ohio, 

who is now making a successful fight against the Standard 
Oil Trust, says he merely uses the writ of quo warranto which 
compels an oppressive corporation to come into court and show 
cause why its charter should not be revoked for acts against 
public policy. 
’ The writ puts the offending corporations on the defensive. 
It enables the State's law officer to show that it has entered 
into a conspiracy or combine to oppress the people and is 
guilty of acts against public policy. 

Ingenious laws for the suppression of trusts are not needed 
60 Much as honest and capable prosecutors and judges who 
know the law and their duty and, knowing them, act accord- 
ingly. There is law enough, if rightly applied, to smash every 
oppressive combine in the country. -

Great Britain, which has been most liberal in this respect 
to private enterprise, has finally adopted the plan of State 
ownership and operation, and the companies will speedily 
retire from the field. When ‘he work is accomplished there 
will not be an important nation in Europe with corporation- 
managed telephones. 

It is instructive to note that there is in those countries no 
complaint of the service provided. In this country there is 
nothing but complaint. Why is this remarkable difference?

It siands upon a purely educational foun- 
dation. 

But the success of the plan to remove the University to its 
new site west of Forest Park, erect the handsome buildinss 
donated by generous St. Louisans and greatly enlarge the 
scope of the institution is not yet assured. 

abe time limit—March 20—for the raising of the endowment 
of $500,000, of which $100,000 was promised by Mr. Robert 8. 
Brookings on condition that the remainder be subscribed bv 
other friends of the University, has nearly expired. Half of 
the needed gum fs still lacking. 

Surely the friends of education in St. Louis will not neglect 
this extraordinary opportunity to richly endow the city’s Uni- 
versity and enlarge it into a great institution of learning with 
a commanding place among American universities.

Is Consumption Contagious? 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

The bill introduced into the City Counell 
by Mr. Schaeffer declares that it is, and 
that it requires only the authority of the 
municipality to be treated as sucn, 

It is usual with learned bodies who pro- 
mulgate a new dogma to give the reasons On 
Which they base their doctrine, and without 
such satisfactory reasons they cannot ex- 
pect men of jndependent minds to believe in 
tneir teachings. 

There is no medical doctrine over which 
there is more diversity of opinion than that 
of the contagious nature of consumption. 
Though all medical men agree that it is a 
etrumous disease, and that struma is heredl- 
lary, they do not agree in its contagious 
nature, 

If, therefore, the question of the contag- 
lousness of consumption is not eettled, why 
Subject the community to the annoyance 
and vexation of having the sorrows of 
family life exposed, and the weakness of 
their constitutions made the subject of dis- 
cussion in many social gatherings? 

If our City Council is determined to pass 
this measure I hope they will include. in 
it all strumous diseases, such as glandular 
Swelling in the neck and other parts of the 
body; diseases of the bones, such as Potts’ 
disease of the spine, hip joint disease, white 
Swelling, et cetera; some diseases of the Skin 
such as eczema, lupus, etc. These are 
strumous diseases arising from a peculiar 
constitutional weakness, same as_ that 
which predisposes to consumption, there- 
fore, they should be subjected to the same 
isolation and fumigation. There is another 
disease that I will not mention, which in 
reaiity sows the seeds for succeeding ,ren- 
erations to mourn; that should be subjected 
to isolation, and, if possible, extermination, 
This disease enfeebies the vital powers and 
arouses every latent scrofulous taint for 
generations. But for some reason our law 
makers do not like to touch it, though by 
doing so they would confer a great boon 
on society and save mankind many sor- 
rows.

Dn. EMIL PREETORIUS WILL BE 
72 YEARS OLD WEDNESDAY. 


NESTOR OF THE GERMAN PRESS. 


Friend and Associate of Carl Schurz, 
Who Celebrated His Birthday in 
New York March 2. 


Dr. Emi] Preetorius of St. Louis, the Nes- 
tor of the German press, editor-in-chief of 
the Westliche Post, scholar, litterateur and 
politician, will celebrate his 72d birthday 
March 15. 

Dr. Preetorius was the first of the great 
German-American editors, whose labors tn 
the last half century have contributed 
largely to the advancement of intellectual 
and political affairs in the United States, 

The paper of which he is now the editor- 
in-chief has had for another of its conspic- 
uous promoters the Hon: Carl. Schursz, 
whose natal day, falling on March 2, has 
made him the recipient of attentions in 
New York from prominent men of the me- 
tropolis, foreigners of note and learned 
bodies. The association of Dr. Preetorius 
and Hon. Carl Schurz {s only strange in 
that it is the sole instance in the history of 
German-American journalism in which two 
men of eminent natural ability and talent, 
to say nothing of conspicuous personal fit- 
ness, have been associated in the further- 
ance of a newspaper of the eens and 
influence of Die Westliche Post. ; 

Dr. Preetoriue first saw the light In 
Alzey, Rheinnessen, Germany, in 1827. His 
parents intended that he should follow the 
law as a profession and with this in view 
accorded him the means of acquiring @ 
liberal education at the universities of 
Giessen and Heidelberg. The epirit of 
change that possessed Germany in his resi- 
dent days found a fruitful soil in his ardent 
temperament and he participated like Carl 
Schurz and hundreds of the then ablest 
men of the Vaterland in the revolution of 
1848-50 and a few years later (in 183) was 
compelled to leave his native land. He 
ealled for America, coming almost imme- 
diately to St. Louis, where he has resided 
continuously since. 

In Germany he had practiced law with 
considerable success, but in his new home 
he abandoned that profession. During the 
last year of the rebellion Dr. Preetorius 
was a stanch supporter of the Union. In 
the thickest of the campaign he left his 
business to advocate Abraham Lincoln's 
candidacy. In 1862 he was chosen to the 
State Legislature on the Radical remanci- 
ation ticket, and both on the floor of the 
fouse and in the columns of the Westliche 
Post, when he took charge of them early in 
1864. he was most outspoken in his support 
of the cause of the Union. 

As a writer Dr. Preetorius has a strong, 
clear, crisp style, which gives his editorials 
a marked individuality. He ts never back- 
ward in denouncing corruption. The wide 
range of his reading and information makes 
him an entertaining conversationalist. Dur- 
ing Presidential campaigns he has spoken 
with much success in both BDnglish and 
German in various cities.

Torpedoes Controlled by Rays 
of Light.

LONDON, March il—~-Axel Orling, a 
young Swedish electrical engineer, who 
studied some time in America, has invented 
a torpedo whose moevements, he asserts, 
can be controlled fram shore or ship with- 
out any material connection between it and 
its controler. 

Orling lately gave a demonstration of the 
power of his invention ‘before King Oscar, 
the Swedish Ministers of Marine and War 
and other notabilities. 

The apparatus ts now in the London docks 
awaiting an early rtunity for exhibi- 
tion to the press and the official world of 
London. 

‘You surely do not mean to tell me, Mr. 
Orling,’’ said the Post-Dispatch corre- 
spomdent to him to-day, “that, standing 
on the seashore or the deck of a sh:.p, you 
ean direct the course of a torpedo toward 
its object without an electric wire or other 
means of material cqmmunication bet weon 
you and it?” 

He replied: ‘“‘Yes; and if the torpedo fs 
not used for destructive perevess L can in 

to my feet like 
a boomerang. 

“If you ask me to explain the genera! 
principle of my invention I may say briefly 
it is a new means of transmitti motive 
power by means of rays of light. am not 
exactly prepared to give them a name, but 
the light wh ch I transmit from the con- 
trolling or steering apparatus on shore or 
on board ship to the torpedo attachment 
is transmuted there into electrical inguc- 
tion, 

‘The difference between Marconi’s inven- 
tion (wireless telegraphy) and mine is that 
I can concentrate my waves of light, while 
he cannot do this with his waves of sound. 

‘T can direct the movements of a torpedo 
as far as the eye, naked or with the aid of 
a telescope, can reach. That ts to say, from 
the shore to the horizon, which ia about six 
miles. But if I stand on a shore height or 
on the deck of a ship my area of view will 
be very much wider. I can see the where- 
abouts of my torpedo even in the dark by 
means of an electric lamp surmounting a 
rod projecting out of the water, a lamp 
which cannot be seen by the enemy be- 
couse its shade is‘always turned toward 

m 


“Its cost f¢ only about $1000. Its apeed is 
22 knots an hour. It runs 10 feet below the 
surface of the water and the receiving rod 
is a foot out of water. 

“If the torpedo is not exploded !t can be 
brought back, which is impossible with any 
existing torpedo. 

“This invention will In time render su- 
perfluous the use of wires for telephone 
purposes,” 


Some months ago Tesla, the inventor, 
claimed to be perfecting a new war engine 
to be controlled in a manner sfmilar to 
the Orling torpedo.

Balloon Veyage That Eclipses. 


All Records. 


423 MILES IN FOUR HOURS. 


GEAT ACCOMPLISHED BY THREE 
PRUSSIAN ARMY OFFICERS. 


At a Height of 5000 Feet the Military 
Airship Swept Over the Aus- 
trian Frontier, Landing 
in Galicia.

BDRLIN, March 11.—Three Prussian of- 
ficers—Lieuts. Siegesfeld, Hildebrandt and 
Harthausen—have made the swiftest bal- 
loon trip on record. Harthausen, a mem- 
ber of the ballooning department of the 
general staff, gave a thrilling description 
of his experience to the Post-Dispatch cor- 


respondent. 

‘*On the morning of March 3 we decided 
to ascend from Templehoferfield, There was 
@ strong, steady northwest wind Our plan 
was to descend at Breslau, in Silesia, and 
be back in Berlin the same evening. 

“We had an ordinary military balloon, 
but heavily baliasted as it was, we shot 
up with fearful rapidity. The start was 
made at 12:10 p. m. The balloon tore along 
over the plain watered by the Oder. You 
noticed epeed when looking down at the 
earth, but looking upward there was no 
sense of motion whatever. You felt as if 
the balloon were hanging still in the sky. 

“We ewept over Breslau at a height of 
400) feet in a little less than three hours. 
We made no attempt to descend, the wind 
being too strone We were traveling at 
the rate of 8) miles an hour with an ease, 
smoothness and delightful sense of exhiliar- 
ation impossible to describe. 

“Bresiau was passed. The wind in- 
creased, and we determined to offer no re- 
sistance, but to turn our backs to it, and 
let it carry us ‘wher® fit pleased. The bal- 
foon gradualiy rose, and at 3 o’clock we 
erossed the Austrian frontrier at an eleva- 
tion of 58 feet at terrific speed. 

“We decided to sink the balloon and 
eafely brought her to a standstill at the vil- 
lage of Baguska, in Galicia, 423 miles from 
Berlin as the crow flies, at 4 O’clock, hav- 
ing traveled at the rate of 100 miles an 
hour. 

“This is the fastest balloon trfp on rec- 
ord. the previous record being held by a 

ir of French aeronauts, who traveled 
our hours at 60 miles an hour.’’

VIENNA, March 11.—The mystery envel- 
oping the identity of Dr. Guido Brumo 
Charles de Freye, the American million- 
aire who died in Vienna, July 4, of last 
year, seemed a few weeks ago on a rapid 
road to solution by the appearance on the 
scene of two persons from Switzerland, 


who claimed to be brothers of the dead man, 
but has now been thrown further back into 
the shade 

The parties who instituted claim to the 
De Freye estate in January last called 
themselves Ulrich ‘Boshardt and Jakob 
Meter. They based their claim on the fact 
that their brother, Jakob Boshardt, left 
Switzerland for the United States in the 
year 1873. 

Their case has been greatly weakened, 
however, by a discovery made by the pro- 
prietor of the Bristol Hotel, where Dr. 
de Freye died. He produced a photograp- 
of Dr. de Freye'’s handwriting, which he 
proved one of the missing links in th. 
case. He had received it from the shoe- 
maker in Brussels, together with a letter 
describing ‘De Freye, and stating that he 
was a physician in Spokane and claimed to 
be a professor of mining. 

A comparison of the handwriting dis- 
played by the photograph revealed no sim- 
ilarity whatever with that in the letters of 
Jg¢kob Boshardt. In fact, the difference is 
most striking. Whereas Boshardt’s writ- 
ing is in bold, ill-formed characters, Dr. 
Guido de Freye's signature and letter are 
written in a ight and flowing almost effem- 


inate hand, 


In his letter Dr. de Freye gave no ad- 
dress, so that instead of aiding to clear 
up the matter it has served only to make 
it the darker. The only hope at present is 
that someone will recognize the handwrit- 
ing.

LANDON, March 11.—Ambassador Choate 
captured Queen Victoria heart and soul, 
Say reports that come from Windsor Castle. 
Even Ear] Pembroke, Lord Steward of the 
Queen's Household, mentioned in the 
House of Commons lobby yesterday that 
Mr. Choate had made a most favorable im- 
pression on Queen Victoria, who spoke of 
him in terms of special personal apprecia- 
tion. 

Choate must employ a special private 
secretary to deal with his social and pub- 
lic invitations. They come daily in a per- 
fect deluge from all parts of the country 
and from all kinds of people. Mr. and 
Mrs. Choate and their daughter made their 
first appearance in London society at the 
Marquis Lansdowne’s reception Wednes- 
day night Lansdowne showed the utmost 
attention to the Ambassador, introducing 
to him all the notable people present. 

He attends his first levee at St. James 
Palace on Monday, with the Asso- 
clated Chambers of Commerce on Wednes- 
day, and is Knee deep in personal invita- 
tions of every conceivable kind. Ali the 
time he can snatch from other duties Mr. 
Choate spends looking at houses in com- 
pany with Spencer Eddy, third Secretary. 

Lord Curzon’s house is set aside as un- 
suitable;-being incompletely furnished, and 
he is now in treaty for Charles Wilson’s 
house, 41 Grosvenor square. Wilson is a 
brother of the owner of Tranby Croft. 

The Lord ‘Mayor of London, Sir John 
Voce Moore, presided at a meeting held at 
the Mansion House this week to further the 
proposed national commemoration in 1901 of 
the one thousandth anniversary of the 
death of King+Alfred. The Queen has given 
the movement her patronage, and _ the 
memorial will take the form of a bronze 
statue of King Alfred to be erected in the 
royal city of Winchester The United 
States Ambassador wrote, regretting that 
his visit to the Queen at Windsor on the 
day of the meeting, prevented his attend- 
ance. 

The Secretary, who is a former Mayor 
of Winchester, announced that a commise 
sion had been formed in America to co- 
operate with the movement here, and that 
it smembers include Col. John Hay, the 
Secretary of State; Bishop Potter and the 
presidents of Yale and Johns Hopkins Uni- 
versities. 

King Alfred being the founder of Great 
Britain’s maritime supremacy, a naval dis- 
play will be held, and the largest armored 
eruiser in the world, to be launched in 1901, 
will be christened King Alfred. 
Wolvesey Castle, ‘the ancient residence of 
the English Kings, near Winchester, will 
be secured as a memorial museum. The 
sum of 30,000 pounds ($150,000) is asked for 
to carry out the scheme.

RHODES TO SEE THE KAISER. 


English Papers Feel Sure That the Two 


Will Agree. 

LONDON, March 11.—The English papers 
are jubilant at the prospects of the success 
of Mr. Cicil Rhodes’ visit to Berlin and hig 
eoming audience with Emperor William, 
it is said, promises well for the Cape to 
Cairo Railroad. It is remarked that it will 
he a curious meeting between the prime 
mover in the Jameson raid and the author 
of the imperial telegram to _ President 
Kruger of the Transvaal Republic. Mr. 
Rhodes, it is understood, is prepared to 
offer Germany freer access to the line and 
a certain control over that portion travers- 
ing German territory. 

The National Zeitung anticipates that Mr. 
Rhodes will be successful and contends that 
his success will not be injurious to German 
eolonial interests in Africa. It says cooliy: 

“Mr. Rhodes is not a favorite here; but 
German interests are not so identical with 
these of the Boers that Germany must 
forever share the feelings of the Transvaal 
Rhodes.”

IGLESIAS PAYS TRIBUTE TO HIs | 
STERLING CHARACTER. 


Public Men Regard the New Executive 
of France Safe, Not Brilliant, but 
None Can;Question His Sin- 
cerity and Fairness.

PARIS. March 1.—"It was not our first 
meeting,’ said President Iglesias to the 
Post-Dispatch correspondent, on returning 
to the Costa Rican Legation after visiting 


President Loubet. 

“] breakfasted with him when he was 
President of the Senate. The responsibilities 
of his new office have already wrought a 
change in him. When I saw him previously 


he was unconstrained and spoke freely of 
general questions, but now he is grave ana 
preoceupied, not through any affectation, 
but as one on whom public cares sit 
heavily. 

“Our interchange of visits was formal, 
but simple. was accompanied by M. 
Peralta. President Loubet came here with 
a little old man, Gen. Baillard, in an open 
carriage. There was abselutely no dis- 
slay.’ 

“Flow does he compare with other rulers 
you have met?” 

“He struck me as being what you calla 
sterling man, and hds election at this seri- 
ous juncture affords the highest testimony 
to the patriotic insight of the French peo- 
yle.”” 

‘ “You spoke of politics?’ 

‘‘Not a word. I referred to President 
Faure and President Loubet said: ‘Faure 
was a most amiable man and his deathisa 
severe loss to France, but a crisis was 
averted by the resolution of Frenchmen.” 


‘Then,’ continued Iglesias, ‘‘we talked of 
the agricultural show new open here. We 
had both been there, and I fancy that if 
Loubet has a hobby it is farming. He said 
he regarded agriculture as ane o the 
noblest callings.a man could follow. ‘I 
am proud,’ he said, ‘of being born on a 
farm, and hope one day to go back there. 
It is my ideal to close my days among my 
own people on the farm where I was born.’ 

‘“‘His family sentiment is strong, but his 
attachment to the State which he is called 
to govern can. be relied on. Still I never 


met a man in a great position who evinced 
less appearance of being actuated by am- 
bition. Destiny has made him President, 
and he will do an honest, able man’s part 
to acquit himself worthily. Loubet is a 
man you instinctively respect.’’ 

Asked about his own plans, Iglesias ‘said: 
‘I shall remain in Paris three weeks longer 
if the rainy weather allows me to.’’ 

Emile Loubet exhibits tn his timid and 
awkward manner the traits of his. early 
training. The people know that he has 
those other characteristics of the common 
people—honesty and industry. 2 

The American people didn’t long criticise 
Lincoln because he was born poor or be- 
cause he remained awkward. 

It is the same with the French people and 
Loubet, and it Is a sign full of promise for 
France. 

Loubet was born in 1838 on a little farm 
at Marsanne, about two miles from Monte- 
limar,. It is the typical farm of the South of 
France, It has two buildings forming a 
right angle. The stables and horses are 
on the ground floors, and above them the 
living apartments. 

The pig, sheep, cows and hens puddle 
about in the roomy court yard. 

The President’s mother, 86 years old, still 
manages the farm. She has never been to 
Paris, Her son's advancement has not al- 
tered her in any respect. She wears the 
garb of the peasant, as her people had dona 
before her. 

Loubet was educated in the neighborhood, 
became a lawyer and built up a modest 
practice at Montelimar. 

In 1867 he married Matte Denis, an {ron- 
monger’s daughter. Her father was a 
tramp. He came from Picardy and found 
employment in a nailsmith’s shop. When 
he died he left a fortune to his Family of 
300,000 francs. 

The President’s wife was brought up in 
a simple way and well trained in household 
duties. She is stout and gray-hatred, dress- 
es richly, but makes no attempt to follow 
pen fashions. She is courteous and moth-

The British Nation Begins to Realize 
the Result of the Craze for Ex- 
pansion in Africa and ip 
the Far East.

LONDON, March 11.—England’s plight is 
fast cooling the ardor of fhat element bent 
on the widest expansion in the far Fast 
and Africa at any cost. The latest esti- 
mate of the deficit which confronts Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer Beach places it at 
$5,000,000. This in a year when the reve- 
nue, it is estimated, will beat all records 
by $7,500,000. The deficit is due entirely to 
Lord Salisbury’s jingo policy, and the mere 
prospect of an increase in the income and 
other taxes has served to start grumbling 
in every direction. 

There has been a permanent increase of 
$15,000,(00 laid on the navy and $10,000,000 on 
the army, the total expenditure, army and 
navy, reaching the gigantic total of $350,- 
Wou,000, out of a revenue of $515,000,000. 

‘These figures in time of peace are start- 
ling, but the real ground for concern arises 
from the poston in which England. will 
find herself when the present cycie of pros- 
perity passes. 

While these, or still more bloated ex- 
penditures due to the expansion craze, must 
be met, it has been actually suggested in 
ministerial quarters that the best plan 
Chancellor of the Exchequer Beach can fol- 
low in dealing with the deficit is to sus- 
pend the sinking fund for the os of 
the national debt. The resort to this finar- 
cial expedient in a year, too, of Great Brit- 
ain’s record revenue, is prompted by po- 
litical considerations, for the Ministers 
well know their troubles will begin when 
the country is asked to pay for thelr ex- 
pansionist extravagances. 


The latest advices from the Soudan min- 
imize the strength of the Kiuhalifa’s forces, 
though it has been practically decided to 
send an expedition to finally dispose of him. 
Gen. Lord Kitchener of Khartoum w'!l 
shortly make an extended tour of the EKast- 
ern Soudan, visiting Kassal, Suakim and 
Gederef. 

A squadron of cavalry has. been dis- 
patched from Omdurman up the White Nile 
to prevent supplies being furnished clan- 
destinely to the Khalifa’s camp in Kor- 


dofan.

LONDON, March 11.—The unique fact of 
200 United States troops being reviewed 
by the British Commander in Chief at 
Malta has excited the keenest interest here 
and doubtless in the United States also, 
The review was before Lieutenant-General 
Sir Francis Grenfell, lately Sirdar of the 
Egyptian Army, who won the highest ad- 
ministrative distinction for the creation of 
the present Egyptian Army and gained 
many laurels in two Nile campaigns. 

The Post-Dispatch correspondents invited 
Gen, Grenfell’s expert opinion on the Amer- 
ican troops and received the following 
cabled reply, dated Malta, Friday, 6:62 p. ™.:

Founder of the Order of the Sacred 

Heart Will Be Added to the Cal- 
endar of Saints. 


The ecclesiastical court appointed by 
Archbishop Kain to inquire into the life 
and acts of Mme. Duchesne, with a view 
to having her canonized ultimately, has 
completed its labors. The final sessions 


were held during the week at St Charles, 
Mo. . 


The conclave was composed of the fol- 
lowing priests: (Mer. Muehlsiepen, Revs. 
James J. McCabe, John H. May, W. M. 
Tobin, J. J. Harty and J J. McGlynn of 
St. Louis and Rev. F. Wilmers of st. 
Charles, 


The testimony will shortly be forwarded 
to Rome. 

Mme. Duchesne was one of the chief pro- 
motors of the Sacred Heart Congregation 
She established the order in America over 
eighty years ago. The first institution was 
located in Florissant, Mo., then a bustling 
metropolis, compared to the St. Louis of 
that day. ’ 

Ere long branches sprung up all over the 
Untted States. To-day the Sacred Heart 
Convents are in nearly every large city of 
the country. Within their wails are nearly 
10,000 women devoted to a lUfe of prayer. 

Mme Duchesne was born at Ladrone, 
France, in 1770. Her family belonged to the 
nobility, and possessed much wealth. One 
member of it spurned earthly joys. That 
‘Was little Phillipe. At an early age she 
evinced a marked love for religion. 

When 18 years old she entered the Visi- 
tation Convent as a novice. Her father 


bitterly opposed the choice. But Phillipe 
was determined to have her own way, and 
he eventually yielded to her wishes. With 
the French Revolution in 1791 came the 
expulsion of the Visitation nuns from 
France They were subjected to many 
hardships. Sister Phillipe tried to re-estab- 
lish the Visitation Order in her native coun- 
try some years later, but without success. 
Then she co-operated with other good wo- 
men who were forming the Sacred Heart 
Order, and became a prominent member 
of that body. She reached America ear! 
in 1818. Her first stopping place was Ne 
Orleans. 

The degree of beatification precedes that 
of canonization. That Madam Duchesire 
is entitled to a place in the calendar of 
Saints may not be determined for years. 
It must first be shown that her character 
and behavior was that of a model Chris- 
tian, who practiced in a heroic degree the 
virtues of faith, hope and charity, and the 
four card'nal virtues, prudence, justice, 
fortitude and temperance. The minutes re- 
sulting from this inquiry are then sent to 
the Secretary of the Congregation of Rites 
at Rome. Before this body the process is 
opened by the supporters of the beatifica- 
tion. Then a promotus fidei, or, in pop- 
ular 1} uage, the “dev:l's advocate,” is 
appointed. His duty is to point out any 
flaws or weak points in the evidence ad- 
duced and raise all kinds of objections. 
Usually a high dignitary of the church is 
aclected for this purpose. The congrega- 
tion next inquires if the person be an au- 
thor, and, if so, all his or her writings 
and manuscripts are scruitinized. 

Then comes the introduction of the apos- 
tolic process. A gspecia) committee of Ro- 
man ecclesiasts is chosen to institute more 
rigid inquiries After a lapse of 10 years 
three Bishops or high functionaries are ap- 
pointed to review the testimony previously 
taken. Then conclusions are su tted toa 
new delegation. The. process being re- 
turned, the v-rtues and miracies are sep- 
arately the os py of debate in three suc- 
cessive assemblies or congregations, at the 
last of which the Pope himself is present. 

Having sought to know the wil) of G ~d 
by prayer, the Pope makes known his 
judgment to the Secretary of the Congre- 
now congregation is then held, at 
which it is decided whether the beatifica- 
tion be proceeded with.

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CLAIMS OF $21,000,000. 
Amount of Property Belonging to 
Americans Destroyed in Cuba. 
WASHINGTON, March 11.—The Depart- 
ment of State has received claims to the 
amount of $21,000,000 on account of property 
destroyed in Cuba belonging to American 
citizens and also on account of injuries 


sustained by citizens, for which pecuniary 


indemnity ia sought. The peace treaty ex- 
presaly provided that the United States and 
Spain each should assume lIiability for all 
'guch claims preferred by their respective 
citizenss, Therefere, the United States Gov- 
ernmenf is probably chargeable for all the 
damages sustained by Americans through 
Cuba by either the insurgent or Spanish 
troops, and in the case of some plantations 
owned by American citizens these losses 
were very heavy.

So we have the new Racing Board at 
last and the members have their - offices 
open for business. 

Fred Gerlach of Chicago is the Chalr- 
man, and a better man for the place could 
not be found, barring ‘his old chief, George 
LD. Gideon. 

The appointments of the members of the 
new ‘board show that there were no po- 
litical considerations, but that the men 
were chosen on account of their fitness. 
Indeed, the Racing Board has been singu- 
larly free from politics except during the 
two terms of Isaac B. Potter, who could 
not keep politics out of a first-class funeral. 
Mott was the only chairman who was ap- 
pointed as a reward for wire-pulling, and 
no man left such an unsatisfactory record 
behind him. The new chairman was ap- 
pointed -on the board by President Willi- 
s0n when he was unknown outside the 
State of Illinois, When Elliott ran for the 
presidency Gerlach bitterly opposed him, 
and yet Elliott reappointed Fred on the 
board.

NOT AT BANK OF ENGLAND. 


The Week’s Stock Market Has Be2n 
Feverish, but the General Trend 
Was Toward Higher Prices. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, ‘March 11.—It may be said 
that all the indications of March foreign 
trade of the oountry point to a balance in 
our favor of about $35,000,000—an unusual 
amount for that month, and more than 
half as much as in February. If this thing 
keeps on much longer the money market of 
the whole world will be made in Wall st., 
and not at the Bank of England. 

It was reassuring that the foreign ex- 
change market declined materially when- 
ever the money market showed geigns of 
serioug hardening. The exchange market 
is the safety valve, so to speak, of the 
present situation in money. Even at this 
unusual season we would import much gold 
if rates for money should rise to 4&or 6 per 
cent, for we have open credits ofr at least 


a hundred millions in Europe upon which 
we could draw if necessary. Tine amount 
at Our disposal does not begin to be rep- 
resented by the hypothecated long sterling 
bills which our banks are carrying as coi- 
lateral for loans. We could know more 
about this international balance if we could 
get at the hooks of a dozen of our foreign 
Dankers 

The stock market the past week has been 
feverish, but the general trend has been to- 
ward higher prices. The market presents 
the usual characteristics of the month of 
March, which traders always expect to be 
one Of disappointments. It is a between 
seasons period in speculation; but the 
Spring is near, and the market will soon 
take on a better tone with the new season. 

‘The short interest is an important ele- 
ment of strength. There is no more satis- 
factory evidence of the soundness of gener- 
@] business conditions and prospects than 
the progress of the iron and steel industry. 
in every branch of it prices are advancing 
and the sellers are more independent than 
ever before. Some of the Philadeiphia com- 
panies which use a great deai of iron were 
told last week that they could not be 
Siven contracts for the torward delivery 
of iron in the next six months, except at 
about 16 per cent advance over the present 
prices.

LARGE RESERVE BY FARMERS. 


Trading Light and Prices May Be Af- 
fected by the Report on World’s 
Visible Supply. 


~ 


At the end of a week's trading which, 
while not heavy. was nerve-wearing, the 
bears believe more firmly than ever that 
they have the best of the grain situation. 

The long-expected Government crop re- 
port made public Friday confirms them In 
the opinion that prices will continue to 
range down except occasionally, when short 
interests become active in the pit. 

It was mainly beeause of uncertainty as 
to the character of the report that trading 
was extremely light early in the week. 

From time to time forecasts of the re- 
port came over the wires. The statement 
awaited with the.greatest interest was in 
reference to the reserves of the wheat in 


the hands of farmers. Some of the “‘flash- 
es"’ were tolerably accurate. The one on 
which the bears relied most, and which 
caused a revival of trading toward the end 
of the week, was to the effect that the re- 
serves would be reported as amounting to 
183,000,000 bushels, The selling side could 
not see anything but depression of prices 
following figures of that kind, There were 
those among the bulls who contended tuat 
the news was not bullish, because of the 
extremely light reserves last year, which, 
they said, would more than counterbalance 
the surplus this season. Actual trading is 
the great speculation index. Judged by it, 
the bulls were weak in the support of their 


theory. 

The official firures riday showed the 
reserves to bo 198,000,000 bushels. This gave 
additional armmun tion to the beara’ equip- 
ment. Yesterday morning they started in 
with thetr hammers ani knocked a cent 
off the market. The bulls*strugglied val- 
lantiy, buying occasionaYy to keep the 
sag from increasing. They succeeded fairly 
well. It is regarded as coubtful whether 
next week's trading wlil be more active 
than that of the weck just passed. While 
the bears my stl! follow up their advan- 
tage no marked change in the specviative 
situation is looked for at this time. There 
are still many problematical points to be 
determined. Among these are the foreign 
countries’ shipments and _ reserves, on 
which the statistic:ans are just now keep- 
ing close watch. ° 

The export business has held its own 
fairly well during the week. Liverpool 
cables ruled dull and practically unchanged, 
as did London. Paris showed slight ad- 
vances, while Antwerp wae weaker. 

The Chicago Board of Trade at the begin- 
ning of the week reported an increase of 
4,8344.000 bushels in wheat on passage, com- 
pared with the preceding week. The re- 
ceipts of wheat at the principal spring and 
winter points since August 1, have been 
212,000,000 bushels, an increase of 36,000,000 
bushels over last year’s figures for the 
same period. This increase was one of the 
frequently advanced bear arguments dur- 
ing the week. 

The report on the world’s visible supply 
to-morrow will be awaited with interest. 
Predictions are out that it may show a 
very considerable increase. 

Weather is the etronghold of the bulls 
just now. They base their hopes on 
possibility of a short crop. The weather 
news of the week has been most conflicting. 
Illinois reports damage in nine counties and 
similar reports come from Indiana, There 
has been lack of news from the great 
Nebraska wheat belt, which produced #,- 
000,000 bushels last year. 

Along with the report of light raing in 
California comes the statement that the 
Golden Gate State will not cut so great a 
figure after al in the opinion of some ex- 
perts, who present records to show that 
California produced only 12,000,000 bu of 
wheat last year, whereas it produced 32,000,- 
000 bu in 1897 and 46,000,000 bu in 1896, This 
is taken as an indication fhat California’s 
wheat output may be expected to be pro- 
portionately less this year. 

Corn continued firm during the week, 
though there was little speculative trad- 
ing, and less news to affect the market 


Oats was in winter quarters. There was 
practically no pit trading, though The sam- 
ple market was a good one at an upward 
range of prices. The lack of speculation by 
no means detracts from St. Louls’ repu- 
tation as one of the great oats markets of 
the world.

NO ANTAGONISM TO ROME, 


THE SOCIETY VENERATES THE 
CHURCH, BUT LOVES LIBERTY. 


Glues, 


The Followers of Father Hecker Fx- 
plain How the Term ‘“American- 
ism” Has Been Misapplied 
and Misunderstood. 


Special te-the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, March 11.—A prominent 
force in the Roman Catholile Church of 
America is the American Order of Paulist 
Fathers, and the indignaijon, if it may be 
so termed, of the European agitators has 
of late been directed against them. 

French, Germay, and Italian Catholics 
have claimed that there is a Qudéacy 
ameng the American Catholic churches to 
br@ak @Way. from, mdny of thé ancient 
teachings and doctrines of the Roman 
Chureh, and some have even gone so far 
ag to intimate that there was a desire, on 
the part of certain erders, to foster and 
build up an American Church, This has 
erronhneotsly been: dubbed ‘Americanism.’ 

A representative of the Post-Dispatch 
asked the Pauwlist Fathers to define their 
position in the controversy, and to explain 
the true and false Americanism, Which 
terms have been used indiscriminately dur- 
ing the agitation. Their statement fol- 
hows 

“The result of the recent Papal letter o/ 
‘Americanism’ to Cardinal Gibbons has bee, 
to bring the Paulist Fathers more than eve 
into the public eye. 

“Among the many institutions which the 
Roman Catholic Church binds togetiier jn 
her great organization, the society known 
as the Paulist Fathers has more or less a 
unique history. It is primarily an American 
institution, having been founded some 40 
years ago in this country by men of Amer- 
ican biftth and American inspirations. 

“While the spirit of true Americanism 
pervades its inner life, still In the wide 
world there can be found no body of men 
who are more devoted to the Roman Bee. 
as represented by its head, the Pope, or 
more devout vellevers in the won fu- 
ture that is before the Roman Catholic 
Church in this country if it continues to 
assimilate the crowds of Luropeans who 
come to our shores, and gradually lead them 
from their hidebound oki world ways into 
the newer, stronger and higher life of 
American civilization, 

“There have been ecclesiastics among 
foreign-born Catholics who have been 
anxious to use the Catholic Church to prop 
up old country custome. iBut the Amefican 
spirit is such a strong solvent that it would 
be just as possible to keep the snow on 
the ground all swmmer as to maintain for- 
eign customs among us. And the church 
that lends herself to this policy will become 
as an old stump in the middle of a stream, 
whtle rushing waters of life and activity 
paes on and leave it behind. 

“The recent difficulty was not an 
ican difficulty atall. ‘The Catholic Church 
in America ts quite harmonious in the 
policy adopted, not only in regard to social 
questions, but in regard to what is just 
as important—her civil policy. The dif- 
ficulty which is now known through the 
Papal letter as ‘Americaniém’ arose from 
the attempt to import so-called American 
ideas and ways into an Kuropean atmos- 
phere. 

“The in-rushing oOf-a great volume of 
warm, humid atmosphere into a Northern 
climate generally results in thunder storms. 
In the religious atmosphere of Keurope 
about the same phenomena resulted from 

he importations of these American ideas. 

‘The adherents of the thrones saw with 
consternation the advance ef the democrat- 
is ideas. The royalists realized that it 
some effort were not made to stop this 
talk about liberty and people's rights the 
beginning of the end would be at hand? 
So with deliberate purpose they set to 
work to antagonize the movement, and to 
get its chief standard bearer, Isaac Thomas 
Hecker, the founder of the Paulists, con- 
demned, 

“Rome is very shrewd, and, while at the 
same time she is stern and vigilant in pre- 
serving the purity of Christian teaching, 
yet, as history proves, she would suffer 
any contumely or persecution rather than 
be an abettor of faisehoed. Father Hecker 
himself was an obedient and submisgive 
member of the Catholic Church, thoroughly 
orthedox in all his statements, and wit 
not one particle of heretical malice in his 
religious makeup, but when they trans- 
lated his etatements into French they toned 
down some, they exaggerated others, and 
they entirely perverted still others, so tha: 
the Father Hecker that Was known in 
France was not an Americhn Hecker but 
a French caricature of him. If Father 
Hecker were alive to-day and he could 
read the Papal letter, he would repudiat& 
and condemn all the very things that Leo 
XIII. repudites and condemns, and in the 
exact eense in which ey are condemned. 

“The followers of Father Hecker among 
the Paulists to-day are men who would be 
notable in any gathering. The present su- 
verior, the Rev. George -Deshon, who is a 
Nest Point graduate, having been in the 
class with Gen. Grant, but ‘who early in 
life laid aside the eword and honors of 
military life to take up the trials and hard- 
ships of a missionary. His military train- 
ing seems to have been go inbred in his 
bones that even now he wears his 75 years 
with military dignity. His pepcecesser in 
office. Rev. A lewitt, DD, was the 
gon of the famous Congregationalist min- 
ister of 'New England, one who stood by the 
orthodox with the tenacity of a faitmful 
dor, while the younger men were drifting 
away into rationalism. 

‘Some of Father Deshon'’e companions In 
the community to-day are notable fo: 
good work they have done in their 
fessional line. Father Elliott, who is 
author of the ‘English Life of 
Hecker,’ started life in the profession 
law, and after a successful career at the 
bar gave up what worldly prospects w: nw 
in store because he became enamored of 
the type of Christian man personified in 
Father Hecker. He is also a member ofthe 
G A. R.. having serve! through three 
years of the civil war, having en in 
many a severely contested battle, having 
spent eome months in prison at Helle Isle 
and Andersonville, ifinally receiving an 
honorabie disc harge. 

“Father Young, who is best known to the 
public as the author of a widely dissemin- 
ated book called ‘“Cathol!l “at ‘rolestant 
Countries Compared,’ was a graduate of 
Princeton University and of the medical 
profession as well He has been the sou) 
of the movement! inaugurated by the 
éte to replace the operat 
eholr gallery by the more 
votional chant of the sanet 
are othere among the Paulis:e 
won their spurs in various department 
eccjesiastical work.

A Policeman Had a Narrow Escape and 
a Printer Was Severely Cut 
by Falling Glass. 


The gale last night, which gained in 
velocity from #.miles an hour at 6 o'clock 
to nearly 70 miles at W o'clock, caused at 
least one death in St. Louis. 

John Dietert was @rowned at the foot of 
St. George st. The body has not been re- 
covered. ; 

Dietert, who was 2 years old, and lived 
with his parents at #8 Sidney st., had 
crossed the river in a skiff and had landed 
two passengers on the Illinois side. The 
wind on his return was biowing a gale. It 
was all he could do to keep the skiff afloat, 
much less keep it on its course. The wind 
at times almost lifted it from the water 
and the waves swept over the craft. 

Dietert etruggied bravely to reach the 
shore. When he was within 50 feet of land 
and safety a heavier blast than he had yet 
encountered struck the little boat. It was 
lifted on the crest of a wave, then dipped 
down and was capsized. The boat floated 
bottom side up and the young man sank. 

The blow in St..Louis was the strongest 
of the season. The winds tore through the 
city on the north and south atreets at a 
terrific rate all the night, and window glass, 
transom glass, signs, sheds, poles, wires 
and emokestack clattered down and gave 
the night a tornado touch. Twenty-six 
miles an hour is fixed ®y the Weather Bu- 
reau as the maximum limit of normal 
winds. At nightfall last night the wind in 
St. Louls was traveling forty miles an 
hour, and it was a wild night in the city. 


The wind biew hard all the time and came 


in gusts, in addition, and there was a world 
of hat chasing to do. A number of acci- 
dents occurred. 

Thomas Burke, a printer, was struck by 
falling glass while passing the Burlington 
Building. His injuries necessiiated medical 
attendance. 

At 7:15 o'clock a swinging plate glass 
window in the office of Dr. C. G. Cleveland, 
on the second fioor of the Commercial 
swung open.and broke with a 
crash. The plate glas¥ fell and shivered 
upon the sidewalk, aarrowly missing a 
number of pedestrians, A glass sign frame 
was also biown to the sidewalk near Sev- 
enth and Olive. 

A skylight at the office of Dr. J. B. Kenl- 
@on at 62) Olive st. was blown Into the 
Street. entailing a loss of $50. 

At Seventh and Olive at. a 
Hated sign was destroyed. 

Patroiman James Mulligan of the First 
District, narrowly eséaped fatal contact 
with an electric wire blown, to the ground 
@t Virginia and Robert avs. in Carondelet. 
He stumbled into the wire and was knocked 
to the ground with a violent shock.

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CARE OF THE SCALP. 

Practical Hints on Treatment That 

Will Keep the Hair Healthy. 
By Miss J. I. Lea. 

N THE care of the scalp the first con- 
sideration is cleanliness. The gecaip 
should be kept scrupulously clean. The 

means to this end are frequent brushing 
and shampooing at least once a fortnight. 

“Natural oil” is unnatural soil, ¢o do 
wot defer this absolutely essential bath for 
any such consideration. Neither does 
Cleansing the scalp give one cold. I have 
found frequently that a thorough shampoo 
would break up a cold. 

When oll enough has accumulated on 
the scalp or hair to be noticeable it is time 
to remove it. No one will contend that 
it weakens the skin to keep it clean, ab- 
eolutely clean, and no logical reason exists 
for the contrary opinion to be held in re- 
gard to hair. 

Where sofl accumulates bacteria find a 
lodgment and work destruction. In the 
case of the scalp their detritus is polson- 
ous, acting on the hair by burrowing in 
the follicle. weakening the hair shaft and 
Gradually stopping its growth altogether. 

No alkali should be used in shampooing. 
Only a good soap, such as green soap (the 
official name of a pure soap). Borax, soda, 
ammonia and the like absolutely destroy 
the shiny, gleaming surface of the hair 
tube and under no circumstances should 
be used. Not even in infinitesimal quan- 
tities. Use plenty of soap; you cannot 
use too much, but you can use too littce. 
I should like to shout this last injunction 
go every eolitary individual who admits 
the necessity of shampooing might hear 
me. 

Sufficient soap must be used that there 
may be sufficient free alkali to unite with 
the fat on the hair forming more soap, 
which is very readily rinsed out with the 
hot water bath. This should be followed 
by thorough douching with cold water for 
the tonic effect 

These two waters are sufficient for the 
Fineing, provided there has been enough 
soap used. If the comb or brush becomes 
sticky you may be quite sure that you 
had too little soap and not “that you did 
not rinse the soap out.” 

Iinless there be some indication to the 
contrary, the hair should be brushed for a 
few minutes daily, preferably with a stiff 
brush, bristle& set far apart. 

Tf dandruff and falling hair persist after 
these measures, some disease exists and a 
specialist should be consulted. Dandruff 
Neglected inevitably leads to baldness, for 
it is a symptom of a diseased condition, 
however luxuriant the hair growth may 
seem. 

It is doubtless unnecessary in this day 
and age to say never use a fine comb. 

If the hair comes out abnormally after the 
hygienic regime is inaugurated, something 
is wrong. It may be one thing or several 
combined. One of the most frequent causes 
after uncleanliness, is lowered vitality, es- 
tablishing an anaemic condition of the 
scalp, which, in other words, is starva- 
tion of the hair follicle. 

We know that during a fever the nutri- 
tion is interrupted, the hair ceases to grow, 
after three or four months it comes out. 
The system is becoming normal, the follicle 
is plumping out: the shaft canal expands; 
the old hair drops out to be followed by a

the follicle must be forced and even then it 
is nip and tuck or the patient will be 
temporarily bald. 

Shaving the scalp is never indicated for 
this condition. We have proved that de- 
Priving an organ of its function weakens 
the power of functioning unless the organ 
needs rest. Manifestly a follicle just ex- 
hibiting signs of recuperation does not need 
reat. To force this rest is th disceurage the 
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The hair should be trimmed 
at regular 
intervals and never be 
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long. A little length below the waist is 
sufficient. 

Singeing has no merit whatever over cut- 
ting. The superstition to the contrary has 
been perpetrated by the barbers, doubtless 
in consideration of the pour bouir invari-" 
ably received for the service. 

At night women should allow the hair to 
flow loosely over the pillow. Under no 
conditions should the same partings be re- 
tained from day to day. 

It is well to charge the weight of 
hair in dressing it from time to time. 
superfluous to say that all rolls, nets, 
braids, puffs and artificial things are in- 
jurious, as are also curling irons and kids. 

Until women shall learn that perfected 
naturalness is the ideal of beauty these 
things will prevail. 

The best hairpin is the proper size shell 
or bone. Falling that, those of hard rub- 
ber are next best. No metal hairpin should 
ever be used, unless those of gold and 
silver be excepted. 

How to prevent gray hair I know to be a 
vital question. I can only add to what I 
have already said, words, “‘Don't 
worry.”’ 

The mental attitude achieved by follow- 
ing this irjunction will accomplish every- 
thing. If, however, your vitality was low- 
ered before this truth came to you, much 
can be done by electricity, oxygen, etc., if 
you have planted your feet firmly on the 
right path, then no longer shall care and 
worry have dominion over you. 

Think if you will, study and meditate, for 
by exercise our brain cells increase, but 
banish forever dull care. Right will pre- 
vail in the end and fear that it might not 
never helped its success. 


ALCOHOL IN MEDICINE. 
By Dr. Robert Edward Wilson. 
LCOHOL, as a drug, has almost dis- 
A appeared from the practice of medci- 
cine, It is generally recognized that 
it is not a stimulant. There was a time 
when brandy was the universal medicine 
in fever. A number of medical men hold 
fast to the belief that brandy supports. 
Our knowledge of the action of alcohol in 
disease is almost empiric. It has been found 
that those physicians who it in ty- 
phoid fever and pneumonia lose a large per- 
centage of their cases, while those whe 
treat these diseases without alcohol gel- 
dom lose a cage. 

The effect of alcoho) is to stimuiate the 
heart to increased circulation and respira- 
tion. In mitral disease of the heart it adds 
fuel to the fire. In fever we have too rap- 
id circulation and respiration with high 
temperature. It would folly to use a 
drug that would increase these conditions. 
Since that is just what we wish to avoid. 
Leading medical men have noted that 
while the action of the heart is increased 
from the use of alcohol, its force or power 
is diminished, Alcohol being chemically a 
hydrate, must, by physiologic principles, 
increase the heat of the system There 
are many remedies which have a tendency 
to lower the temperature and shorten the 
disease. Dr. Samuel Wilks, F. R. 8., con-

disease or injury which causes a tilting 
up-of one side of the pelvis, hence a short 
lez. knock-knee, hip, joint disease, are com- 
mon causes of lateral curvature 

Paralysis affecting one side of the body 
may cause over-action of the muscles of 
the other half of the body, and hence the 
body may be pulled over to one side. After 
pleurisy and empyema, the side of tne 
chest affected may fall in, and thus give 
rise to a one-sided condition of the body. 
Those habits which give rise to lateral 
curvature are any which tend to weigh 
down one side of the body, such as carry- 
ing weights with the one hand, 
nursing children on one arm, sitting on a 
sloping seat or saddle as ladies do in riding.

chair. In lateral curvature of the spine 
there are usually two curves. First, the 
primary curve, which is immediately due 
to one or more of the causes given above. 
Nature. in its endeavor to correct this pri- 
mary curvature and to main the upright 
position of the body, produces a second or 
compensatory curvature.

In the present epidemic vomiting is of 
very common occurrence, and seems to be 
intractable, and more in this disease 
than in most others. 

As to the treatment, no specific remedy to 
stop the morbid process has as yet been 
found. but there is a universal testimony in 
favor of opium or morphine. These drugs 
are indispensable in the treatment of 
meningitis. 

The diet. coupled with the use of these 
drugs, should be light, while vomiting and 
actute symptoms prevail.

With regard to the treatment of these 
conditions.

In 
cases of kyphosis, or stooping forwards, a 
good deal may be done by the use of the 
backboard, improved positions in writing 
and readirg such as may be induced by 
raising the writing-table and looking up at 
the book when reading.

WEAR WOOLENS.

ERSCINS who have ever suffered from 
pP rheumatism should always wear 
woolen clothing next to the body.

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A French Physician Says He Succeeded in Accomplishing This 
Marvelous Feat But a St. Louis Scientist 
Does Not Believe the Story. 


DR. TUFFIER’S METHOD OF MANIPULATING THE HUMAN HEART. -

R. TUFFIER of the Hospital de la 

[) Pitie, Paris, has discovered that by 

surgical and mechanical means life 

may be restored to the human body after 
death. 

Dr. Tuffier made the first experiments 
with animals, and his success was such 
that he determined to experiment next with 
a human. Recently while the doctor was 
lecturing before his class an attache of 
the hosp tal c2me running in and announced 
that Jean Soulie, a patient, had just died 
with appendicitis. Dr. Tuffier took his 
class to the ward and made the experiment 
before his assistants and students. The 
corpse was that of a man & years of age. 
Dr. Tuffier laid the heart bare, stimulated 
the heart muscle with his fingers and 
thumb, put the blood in circulation and 
restored the actually dead to actual life 
for the first time in history. 


STATEMENT BY DR. TUFFIER. 

It is quite true that we recently restored 
to life a dead man, It is also true that we 
have restored to life fifty animals. 

Al biologists now admit that dead anl- 
mals can be brought back to life. This 
has been demonstrated over and over. Why, 
therefore, cannot the same be done for 
man? Death is merely the arrest of cir- 
culation and. respiration. If this arrest be 
due to a mechanical accident, it is obvious 
that the obstacle can be overcome by put- 
ting the machinery of life again in motion. 
If a physician happen to be at hand at the 
moment when the circulation stops resuscl- 
tation is not difficult. This resuscitation is 
well known to be often accomplished in the 
case of people who have been drowned or 
poisoned by gas, or who have received a 
severe blow in the epigastric region, injur- 
ing “the solar plexus; 

I can restore to life almost any dead man 
whose heart is sound and who is brought 
to me within a few minutes after death. 


I make an incision in his breast, take 
his heart in my fingers, and by a series of 
delicate manipulations restore the circula- 
tion of the blood and bring the dead man to 
life again. The circulation becomes quite 
normal after this operation. 

Nothing could be clearer than the case 
of the young man whom we restored to life 
recently at the Hospital de la Pitie. I was 
explaining a physiological question to my 
class of some forty students, when an at- 
tendant rushed into the lecture hall and 
told me that a young man had d@fed sud- 
denly in another part of the hospital. 
Thither I took my whole class, The man 
had died of appendicitis. He was dead be- 
yond all possibility of doubt. 

In the presence of my assistant, Dr. Du- 
mont, and all my pupils I cut the man’s side 
open and pressed his heart with my fingers. 
The blood circulated, he began to breathe, 
he opened his eyes, he looked around, he 
talled. 

Then I stopped, and after three minutes 
the young man was dead again. 

I repeated the experiment, putting the 
heart in better action, and the young man 
lived for two hours. He mightas well have 
lived for two years, or for twenty, if I had 
had proper mechanical means at hand to 
perfect the resuscitation which I had te- 
gun. ’ 

I did not keep Soulie alive permanently 
simply because I had not the Jelleate me- 
chanical contrivance necessary with which 
to work constantly upon his heart, driving 
the blood to the body. I restored life tem- 
porarily with my hand, but I could not 
keep this up long enough to make his re- 
covery permanent. So I had to let him 
die. 

The mechanism I speak of can be con- 
structed without great difficulty. 

Every dead person cannot be restored to 
life, but we now know by experiments 


which are beyond question that some dead 
men can be brought back again. 

If the testimony of the senses of so mony 
scientific witnesses in tha case of young 
Soulle were at fault such a fact would be 
more wonderful than his restoration to life.

O ONE who is really dead can be 
N brought back to life. Thre are cer- 
tain manifest characteristics of true 
death, viz.: Absolute cessation of respira- 
tion and heart action, The arteries leading 
form the theart contract and drive their 
contents into the capillaries and veins. Ri- 
gor mortis, or the death stiffening, sets in 
soon. The body becomes cold and the skin 
soon becomes discolored, especially about 
the abdomen and back, from the combina- 
tion of the iron of the blood with the gases 
of decomposition. 

Of course there are cases of suspended 
animation, or apparent death, where the 
action of the heart and respiration are so 
feeble as to escape detection. 

Such could only be the case with Dr. 
Tuffier’s patient, if the account be true, as 
the test he used (insensibility to burns) is 
no evidence of real death. This being the 
case, the doctor was guilty of criminat 
rashness, as this operation destroyed any 
chance of the patient's permanent restora- 
tion to life. ;' 

The safest thing for him to have done 
would have been the use of artificial respf- 
ration, electricity, artificial heat, hypoder- 
mics of brandy, etc. |

VERTIGO,

ANY persons who suffer from attacks 

M of dizziness or vertigo imagine that 

their ailment is caused by an afflic- 

tion of the heart. In nine cases out of 
every ten this theory is erroneous. 

The stomach is the seat of such troubles 
and indigestion the moving cause. Food 
is taken iato the stomach that it cannot 
prepare for distribution throughout the 
System without a tremendous effort, which 
weakens the whole body. The result is 
the whole physical organization collapses 
and the patient sees the objects about him 
whirling rapidly before his eyes and, if he 
is not supported, falls to the ground, help- 
less. But he retains his consciousness, 
whereas if he were suffering from heart 
trouble, that would not remain. 

Vertigo, caused by indigestion, may be 
prevented by a proper diet, just as dyspep- 
sia is relieved by the same method. The 
stomach should never he ove oaded, as 
that alone will cause indigestion. Meat 
should be eaten sparingly and butter should 
be eschewed, for greasy substances always 
disturb the stomagh. Preserves, fruit, and 
pastries should not be touched. Only such 
food as can be distributed easily by the 
stomach should be eaten. This will depend 
largely on the patient, who should procure 
from his physician a list of the articles of 
food that he may eat with safety.

DANGER IN MEAT DIET. 
éc ODERN MEDICIN®” contains a 
short paper on the above sub- 
ject, from which we extract the 
following: It is apparent that In the case 
of a person subsisting upon a flesh diet, 
two evils result: 
1, An increased rapidity of disassim‘la- 
tion, whereby tissue wastnig oecurs at too 


rapid a rate. 
2. A eaturation of the system with tissue 


poisons. 

When the urine contains three or four 
times the normal amount of urea, and other 
toxic poisons in like proportions, it is an 
indication that the @ ole body is, to a simli- 
lar extent, saturated with these poisonous 
substances. 

Another item of interest tn the table of 
Lotge is the fact that the alkaline sulphates, 
which are products of intestinal decomposi- 
tion, were entirely absent under a non- 
nitrogenous diet. Under a mixed diet the 
amount was found to be seven grammes, 
and under a nitrogenous diet, ten grammes. 

From these facts it must be apparent 
that nothing can be more dangerous in 
case of Bright's disease, and in all cases 
of renal insufficiency, than a flesh diet, and 
that the greatest safety for the patient Is 
to be found under a diet from which flesh 
food is excluded. It Is also easy to under- 
Stand why a flesh diet is particularly dan- 
gerous in diabetes. In this disease, in 
which there is naturally a tendency to 
waste, and to toxaemia through a fa‘lure 
of the kidneys to maintain a condition of 
requisite tissue purity, the employment of 
a meat diet not only increases wasting, but 
also greatly increases the tendency to gen- 
eral poisoning from the accumulation of ex- 
crementitious elements.

HP most-talked-of, most-quoted, most- 
necessary, the most-feared and most- 


Ay respected man in 8t. Louls for the 
last four months has been R. J. Hyatt, 
doctor of winds and weathers and chief 
forecast official of the United States Weath- 


er Bureau Station at St. Louls. 
Weather forecasters have been 
and going at St. Louis for many a year, but 
Dr. Hyatt stands out from the group. He 
has fairly burst upon the community. Six 


months ago the people of St. Louls had 
never heard of him. Now his name is 4 
little pleasantry or unpleasantry which St. 
Louls men and women pass when they 
meet. Dr. Hyatt has a faculty of making 
himself felt. He had not been in the city 
three months before he had established be- 
tween himself and the people a bond of 
closest intimacy. He went into their homes. 
He made his presence a personal matter 
with every one of them. He rattled their 
windows and looked into their coalsheds. 
He made himself their unwelcome king of 
the north winds: their disagreeable giver 
of their baleful east winds and their merci- 
jess sponsor of the rude, wolfish west winds, 
and, just when they are in a humor to hat* 
him most, he turns to well-doing and bring? 
them soft south winds and makes himself 
much beloved. 

One might think Dr. Hyatt must be 4 
many-sided man, with very lttle to do t* 
employ his time, playing with the people 
as he does, but it would be a mistake to 
think it, for the Weather Chief is the soul 
of all good things and ‘has a full share of 
this world’s work to do. He came heré 
from Vicksburg, and the people who have 
met him will agree that it is a pity thata 
man of his grace and goodness should have 
been relegated by his country to an abso- 
Jute isolation from the moving masses of 
the city. For the people who get up to the 
weather eagle's eyrie, in the topmost floo: 
of the Federal Building, where not even th: 
elevator goes, are few, and, except for the 
men who work with him, the doctor fs alon- 
with his work from 8 o'clock in the morn 
ing until early evening. It is a pleasure to 
call on him there—a mutual pleasure, for 
the doctor's specialty is weather, and peo- 
ple curlous about the weather need never 
hunger for news of it so long as Dr. Hyatt 
is there. He likes to talk about it. He 
knows about it. He has been a weather man 
a long time, and whena visitor comes in 
and says weather the doctor smiles, lays 
everything aside, rubs his palms with that 
caress so expressive of happiness, and asks 
in his quiet, kindly way: “What would you 
like to know? I'm trying to please every- 
body, but I know I interfere with some in- 
dividual tastes. Is it too cold for you, or 
too warm for you, or have you come in be- 
Ralf of a friend?’ This is the sort of,mman 
Dr. Hyatt is—a quiet, soulful, splendid gen- 
tleman of some §) and one or two years, 
heavy enough to give his predictions all 
mecessary weight, light-haired, blue-eyed 
and diffusing good cheer with his persona!l- 
ity, even when his official bulletins picture 
him a cold-blooded despot, hating and per- 
secuting all humankind. 

The skill with which Dr. Hyatt foretold 
cold waves and their intensity during the 
Winter just ended, together with the se- 
verity of the winter and the great value 
of the weather predictions and bureau 
warnings, has directed to the doctor and 
his work a popular interest which has noi 
attached to this work ip St. Louis in many 
years. It has created curiosity to better 
understand the weather work, the instru- 
ments, the sources of information and th*> 
duties of the men éngaged in it. 

“The ecience of weather is old,” Dr. 
Hyatt says. ‘“‘As long ago as the days of 
Methusaleh there were weather prophets 
and experts in metearology, and I expect 
some of those old fellows knew a good 
deal for those far-back times. I would 
Suppose, anyway, that if they lived a few 
hundred years apiece, as Methusaleh him- 
self did, they must have acquired a great 
deal of knowledge upon many subjects be- 
fore they died. At any rate it is an old 
Science. 

“The Weather Bureau has a circuit of 
Sub-stations through the United States 
and Canada. Some of the sub-stations— 
those at the larger cities like St. Louis and 
Chicago—are upon circult wire over which 
every station in the system sends every 
morning and every evening information 
which is necessary for the forecaster to 
have. These are sent to the central station 
at Washington, and the full service is taken 
of the cirecult at St. Louls, together with 
special messages from non-circult stations 
Near St. Louls. 

The observers who make the reports are 
Scattered through all the United States 
and Canada. They are up in the British 
Northwest far above the United States 
boundary; they are up in the Central 
North as far as Prince Albert, as far up as 
the head of the Great Bear Lake; they are 
Over at White River, at Halifax and Que- 
bec; at Bismarck, in North Dakota, at 
Bosjon, Cheyenne, Denyer, Duluth, El 
Paso, Atlanta, Galveston, Kansas City, 
TAttle Rock, San Francisco, New Orleans, 
Omaha, New York, Oklahoma City, Pitts- 
burg, Salt Lake City, Dubuque, Chatta- 
nooga and Vicksburg and many other 
Places, leaving not one place uncovered 
and likely to send forth a storm before 
the Weather Bureau had been apprised of 
it and its coming had been foretold all over 
the United States, 

“At each of these stations there ig an 
Observer. He makes his observations every 
morning and every evening, and they are 
made and wired In all at the same hour. 
To take an observation an observer docs 
these things: 

“He takes the barometer and temper- 
ature, the direction from which the wind 
blows, the state of the weather, the humid- 
ity of the air, the amount of rain or snow 
that has fallen, the velocity of the wind.

When we have trans- 
lated as it says: “The barometer here is 30, 
the tempcrature 14 above zero, the wind 
blowing from the north, the weather part 
cloudy, the sensitive temperature iZ degrees 
above zero, the snowfall s'x-hundreths of 
an inch, the wind blowing 4 miles an hour, 
the minimum temperature last night ll 
degrees above zero. the river at two feet 
above low water mark, the wind blowing 30 
miles an hour before observation was taken, 
cirro-n’imbus clouds moving southeast.’ 
“When the observations reach us I get 
them all together and make up the weather 
map, from which a student of meterology 
may tell just what the weather is doing in 
every part of the great territory covered by 
the stations. He may readily see what the 
thermometer and barometer readings are 
in any part of the country, and from his 
knowledge of atmospheric movements—a 
knowledge which experience will give him 
—he can tell with some degree of certainty 
just what the weather will do in this or 
that area of country. The atmosphere, be- 
cause of the motion of the earth, is all 
the time moving across our continent from 
west to east, and for this reason our storms 
ordinarily come from the west. Our great 
cold waves come from the northwest, first 
appearing far up in British Columbia, and 
through the aummer and spring the princl- 
pal atmospheric movements are from the 
west and the northwest and southwest. 
“If, when I have taken my map of the 
Inited States and traced through it lines 
dividing areas of equal temperature and 
barometer into groups, I find a cold wave, 
a snow storm, a stratum of warm alr, etc., 
moving this way, I look around to see what 
attraction there is for it that may be cal- 
culated to bring it upon us. The air moves 
in waves which have, like the their 
erests and troughs. The crests we call

“The general movement of storms in the 
I’nited States is from west to east, similar 
to a series of atmospheric waves, of which 
the crests are designated on the map 
‘highs’ and the troughs or depressions 
‘lows.’ These alternating highs and 
lows have an average easterly movement 
of about 60 miles per day. 

“High winds, with rain or snow, usually 
precede the low area often extending to a 
distance of @0 miles to the eastward of 
the center of the storm. In advance of 
the low the winds are generally southerly, 
and consequently bring high temperature. 
When the center of the low passes to the 
east of a place the wind at once shifts to 
the west or northwest, bringing lower tem- 
perature. The temperature on a_e given 
parallel west of the low may be re#son- 
ably looked for on the same parallel to 
the east when the low has passed, and 
trost will occur along and north of an 1s0- 
therm of about # degrees, if the. night Is 
clear and there is but little wind. Fol- 
lowing the low usually comes an area of 
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“By bearing in mind a few general rules 
as to the direction and rate of movement 
of thelow and high, and studying the 
map carefully, coming weather changes 
may frequently be foreseen. Areas of low 
pressure frequently move to the south of 
from the Rocky Mountains to the 
Mississippi and then change direction to 
the north of east over the eastern half of 
the country. Storms in the Gulf of Mexico 
occasionally move to the west or north of 
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west, but after reaching the coast, 
generally change direction and move to the 
northeastward. High areas move to the 
southeast and are usually attended by fair 
and @ool or cold weather. A cold wave is 
always accompanied by a high. 

‘The instruments with which we take ob- 
eervations, and with which every observer 
upon'the circuit is provided, are a standard 
barometer. which registers the pressure of 
the air, a pair of horizontal thermometers, 
with which to take the minimum and maxi- 
mum temperatures. The instrument which 
registers the minimum temperature is a 
spirit thermometer and the other is a mer- 
cury thermometer. The spirit thermometer 
registers the lowest point at which the 
temperature touches with a little steel pin 
for which the spirits in the tube have an 
attraction. As the air grows colder the 
spirits shrink, pulling the plece of steel 
after them to the point of lowest tempera- 
ture. When the temperature rises the spir- 
its move up into the tube again, but with-

‘The maximum thermometer is a mer- 
curlal instrument in which the temperature, 
as it increases, forces the mercury from a 
bulb into a glass tube. By a slight strict- 
ure in the tube the mercury is held from 
flowing back to the bulb when the tem- 
perature falls and can only be shaken back. 
It remains wherever the heat sends it, 
giving an accurate register of the highest 
temperature through a given period. There 
are several self-registering barometers,. but 
the standard instrument is used by the 
bureau. : 

“In addition to these the observer has 
another pair of thermometers with which | 
to determine the relative humidity of the 
air and the actual temperature. These are 
called the psychometer. We keep them 
here in a little shelter upon the roof. The 
psychometer consists of a wet and a dry 
bulb thermometer. Both are mercurial in- 
struments and are attached to a crank with 
which they are whirled around for an in- 
stant and brought into full contact with 
the air. Around the bulb of the wet ther- 
mometer is wrapped a piece of muslin sat- 
urated with water. With this wet cloth up- 
on it the thermometer catches the sensitive 
temperature of the air. By the sensitive 
temperature we mean the temperature we 
feel upon the face. When there ts much 
moisture in the air we think it much colde? 
or warmer than it actually is, It is the 
sensitive temperature we feel, and this can 
only be taken with the wet bulb thermome- 
ter. The dry instrument takes the 
temperature as it exac‘ly is, and its read- 
ing is always higher than that of the sen- 
sitive temperature instrument. The differ- 
ence in their reading shows the humidity 
of the air—how much molsture is in it. 


“The evaporation from the wetted sur- 
face, if the air is not saturated with mois- 
ture, is more rapid than from the dry bulb, 
in proportion to the relative amount of

‘‘Besides these instruments the observer 
has a wind vane and an instrument which

sists of a funnel-topped tank, draining into 
a brass tube. The diameter of the tube is 
one-tenth the diameter of the catching sur- 
face of the tank, and the depth of the 
water in the tube, divided by ten, gives the 
depth of the rainfall upon the surface of 
the earth. The drain into the tube is nec- 
essary in order to measure very light rains. 
The snow gauge is ve ry similar, with the 
catching surface usually a little larger. 
Ordinarily, however, snow is measured 
upon the ground, the reckoning being that 
it is one-tenth water.” 
FORBESBEING A FLOOD, 


Dr. Hyatt's chief interest now is centered 
upon the rivers and the likelihood of their 


overflowing their banks during the spring. 
He saye: 

‘For all causes of a flood apparent at this 
time there will be no excessive high water 
in the rivers this spring, but the means of 
foreseeing a flood are meager and really 
valueless. A big flood is almost wholly 
caused by raing, and these cannot be fore- 
seen until within a few hours before their 
appearance, The snow of the upper valley 
will, of course, swell the rivers to some ex- 
tent, but they have never furnished 
water enough to cause a flood unless rein- 
forced by heavy rains. High water in the 
Mississippi River at St. Louls is always 
caused by these agencles:

the Mameluke ruler of Egypt. We heard 
that he was come to Damascus. Thither 
accordingly our caravan, laden with the 
rich stuffs, wound its way across the des- 
ert.

The clear forehead, with dark lashes over 
large and still darker eyes, the eyebrows 
aimost joined, the complexion a warm 
brown tint, the teeth like shining coral, 
and the lips eloquent with some beseech- 
ing motion that made them tremble slight- 
ly. Her attire was magnificent—a tunic of 
embroidered satin, fringed with golden 
wire, and jeweled, slippers. 

In her hand she appeared to be hold- 
ing a kerchief, and while I continued in 
an attitude of deep surprise she rolled it 
up into a ball and flung it dexterously 
acrose. I stooped and took up the hand- 
kerchief, which was wrought of purple silk 
and seed pearls, and therein I found a tiny 
ecrap torn from the beginning of some 
poem, which had on it, written in Arabic, 
the word “To-morrow.”

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Behold me, then, disguised as a physi- 
Clan, passing in Masud’s company through 
all the doors and at length introduced into 
a hall, the floor of which was carpeted 
with velvet brocade, the walls hung with 
cloth of gold, and where censers of aloes 
and sweet-smelling woods filled the air. A 
high dome let in the light from above, and 
at the sides were long. narrow windows of 
stained glass. But across the center of the 
room a thick curtain divided the whole, 
and as I approached, Masud—ever standing 
by me with a drawn sword—whispered,

W = a saw and a chisel, or even a 
knife, a boy may acquire a little 
mechanical skill in cutting out 4 
piece of wood the trick puzzle shown in No. 
1, It consists of two parts, Nos. 3 and 4, 
which fit tightly together and are mysteri- 
ously locked. 

From a strip of wood one Inch thick, saw 
off a block 2% inches long by 2 inches wide. 
Proceed to cut it to the @hape of the fig- 
ure shown in No. 2, first cutting away from 
the front of the block a slice % of an inch 
thick and 1% inches deep. The groove A 
is made \¥% inch deep and % inch high. 

Now, when the block is cut down through 
the center, each half will be exactly alike; 
and one of these is to be made like No. 3, 
care being taken to mark and cut accufate- 
ly. The corner B is cut down 3-16 of an 
inch and the hollow at the point C is cut to 
the same depth. The grooves D and E 
are cut exactly like C and B, 

In No. 4 the grooves are cut exactly like 
those of No. 3, except that they run in the 
opposite direction. It will be noticed alst 
that the corners F (and the opposite cor- 
ners in No. 3) are not cut off exactly to 
a point. If properly cut, the two parts will 
then fit together as in No. 1. 

The trick of locking them together com. 
pletes the work. Cut a large wire nail in 
half, keeping the end without the head. 
Bore two holes at the points G, exactly in 
the center, so that when the blocks are to- 
gether they will be opposite.

mother. As a farm boy I was a failure. 
My father whipped me so hard that I was 
in bed for a week, but I would not work 
on the farm. 

“I spent most of my time walking on im- 
provised tight rope in the hay mow of the 
barn. 

“When I was 10 years old I ran away 
from thhome in bare feet, with h'gh water 
pants on, and with my long hair sticking 
out of my crownless hat. 

“TIT walked 25 miles to the nearest town 
and got a job turning the crank of the 
hand organ in a side show. The next year 
I eraduated into a wire walker. At 14 years 
of age I was traveling with medicine men 
doing legerdemain and black art. 

“T learned the secret formulas of Indian 
medic'nes and set up {n business as a medi- 
cine man myseif. At first my show con- 
sisted of myself and one full-blooded In- 
dian. I made money rapidly and at one 
time I carried a troupe of 22 Indians and 
cight white men. 

“I formed the Craig Indian Medic!ne Com- 
pany at Stoux City, Io. The business grew 
until I had 80 wagons on the road selling 
the remedies. 

“Tl wrecked the business by my 
habits. One of my greatest enjoyments was 
to shoot a saloon to pieces and then pay a 
fine for it. I have paid $40,000 in fines for 
one offense or another. I have been in 
innumerable shooting scraps. For years it 
was a fad of mine to shoot every dog which 
barked at me. If the owner of a dog re- 
monstrated I generally took a shot at him. 

“After I had run through with all my 
money I went to LaCrosse, Wis., and 
opened up a business there. I filed from 
there to escape arrest under indictments, 
and went back to Sioux City. I bought an 
interest in a saloon and lived a worse life 
than ever. For a year before I was con- 
verted I averaged 36 drinks of whisky a 
day. I was always drunk. 

“My wife's sister died. Her funeral was 
held in a downtown mission. I went there. 
It was the first time I had been ina place 
of worship. Before that I would not ride 
on a street car with a priest or preacher. [ 
would make it so troublesome that one of 
us would have to get off. 

“Tl was drunk and I did not behave very 
well. A man told me to keep quiet. [ 
knocked him down and pulled my gun and 
shouted that I could whip the crowd. I 
had forgotten where I was. Then a strange 
sensation came over me. I went forward to 
the altar. In 20 minutes I have become so-

_A New Industry Among Fishermen 
on the Mississippi River. 


USSHL dredging has become an im- 

M portant industry in Missouri. This 

is particularly so in the vicinity of 

La Grange, in Lewis County, where there 

are extensive clam or mussel beds in the 

Missiasippi River. From the shells pear! 
buttons are made. 

Andrew Burtnett, who has long been en- 
gaged in the work of mussel dredging, 
says: 

"The manufacture of buttons from clam 
or mussel shelle was introduced in this 
country at Muscatine, lo., by a German 
named Boepple, who had learned the trade 
in Germany. Gea shelis were too expensive, 
80 he experimented in making buttons from 
fresh water clams. The result was almost 
magical, and pearl buttons from Mississippi 
River clams soon became common. 

“But not only that. Last year W carloads 
of shells were shipped to Berlin, Amster- 
@am, Rotterdam, Paris and Vienna. 

"Shells abound from Lansing, Ia.. to La 
Grange, Mo. They are found in vas: beds. 


i 7 i biggest of them all is at New Borton, 


@iore than 10,00 tons of shells have 
there in in three seasons. 
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on multiplying until they reach within two 
feet of the surface at low water mark. The 
bed is always in deep water and in pro- 
tected places like the mouth of a Lay or 
slough. If the sediment from the water 
covers the bed every clam will die. 

“In these beds there are 0 varieties of 
clams, but only five of these can be used 
for the manufacture of buttons. The best 
variety Is called the “‘higger head.’ The 
ehelis are all of one shade of white and 
are easily sorted. .The next best variety is 
the ‘mucket,’ which is thick and opaque. 
In shape each resembles the salt water 
clam. From each shells can be made one 
dozen No. 16 line pearl buttons, worth 15 
or BD cents. 

“The highest price paid for ‘nigger- 
heads’ by the hundred weight is 8 cents, 
in winter. The lowest is 3% cents. 

“Pearl buttons made from river clams 
are superior to other kinds, becauss they 
are eolid and have to be ground down to 
the thickness required. 

“The growth of the shell is very slow. 
At nine years it has the diameter of a dol- 
lar, which is the smallest sized shell mar- 
and when matured: it. is the size of 
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dence. etc., but payment is not required. 
The receipts are never equal to the ex- 
penses. For the year ending March 31, 
1898, the cost of investigations, apart from 
the work of the officers having the depart- 
ment in charge, was $578.25. The receipts 
were $288.38. The cost of the labor bureau, 
which has since been consodilated with the 
invesitgating bureau, was $1,117.98. The re 
ceipts were $148.78 

The New York bureau is in direct charge 
of H. 8S. Hodges, a former business man, 
who became a soldier of the army and vol- 
unteered for this service.

“The process of dredging or digging 
shells, as it is commonly called, requires 
quite an assortment of tools. The prin- 
cipal of these is the shoulder rake, re- 
sembling a garden rake, but being inucn 
larger. The handle is 18 feet long. The 
teeth are seven inches long, made of steel, 
8-16 of an inch In diamefer, tapered at the 
ends. At the back of the rake, fastened 
to the straps, ie a woven Wire basket or 
a knitted one made of heavy trout iine. 
These baskets hold about a peck each 

“One man with his rake has dug as much 
as two tons of shelis in. a day, but it is 
the hardest kind of work on account of 01.6 
having to dredge with the curren‘, that Is 
down stream, and have to keep the heavy 
rake moving up and down so as to throw 
the shells from the teeth into the basket. 

“The next hand device is the scissor 
rake, which resembles the oyster tongs. 
It is 10 feet long, and can not be used in 
very deep water. This rake is much more 
easily handled than the first on account 
of the leverage; the miore shallow the wa- 
ter the better for this rake. It will dig 
as many shelis as the first. 

“Next is the crow-feet—the lazy man's 
Boye fake, 4 are. Sangh Rowe 
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for a year. I did religious work. I did 
not think I wanted to work in the Salva- 
tion Army, but finally I became convinced 
that it Was my duty to join the army. 

“I dropped my business. I sacrificed the 
business. I sold my formulas for $550. I 
have been in the Salvation Army ever 
since, I and my family have suffered some 
privations, but we are happy and there is 
not wealth enough in the world to tempt 
to me leave my work and go back into 
business.

H let tower at the Chain of Rocks, 

whence St. Louis derives its water 

supply, lives in almost complete seclusion 
from the outer world, 

His vigil is as long and lonely

Not a the rushing 
the great Mississippi beating against the 
tower's walls disturbs his solitude. His 
duty is to open or close the gates affording 
in regulating the vol- 
ume of water desired at the pumping sta- 
tion. After passing through the works It 
is transferred to the settling basins. The 
water is then ready for use, 

There are eight screens to the tower, 
each being slightly elevated over the other. 
They are 4x6 feet in measurement, 

The gates are operated from an upper 
part of the tower. Directly above is the 
keeper's apartment. He is seldom absent 
from it. 

Calls for more water or a diminution of 
the supply require him there constantly. 
His instructions are received from the 
superintendent, with whose office the tower 
is connected by telephone. 

The Inlet Tower is situated in the middle 
of the river at the far northern limits of 
the city. It was built five years ago when 
the waterworks were removed from the 
of Grand av. The architectural de- 
sign is simple. The structure ts of Iime- 
stone and granite. At the base it is about 
40 feet in circumference, and is a perfect 
cone at the top. In height it is 76 feet. The 
interior is simply arranged. 

The submarine tunnel connecting with 
the filling conduits enters at the shaft. 
Seen from an altitude the shaft looks lke 
a huge well. 

John Sweeney held the position of tower- 
keeper for five years. He resigned re- 
cently because of ill health, caused by the 
unfavorable atmosphere of the tower. Mr. 
Kutter, who succeeded him, is 45 years cold 
and married. His wife and family live at

There is no accommodation for them in 
the tower. In fact, Mr. Kutter’s room is 
barely convenient for one person. It is 
reached by means of a ladder. The ascent 
is dangerous.

The river is not over 25 feet in depth at 
the tower when the stage of water is nor- 
mal. Allowing for a few drawbacks Keeper 
Kutter ia contented with his lot. He cooks

his own meals, and this is, perhaps, the 
simplest task of all, since Kutter was for a 
long while a chef on a steamboat plying be- 
tween ‘Memphis and St. Louis. 

The story of his daily life in the Inlet 
Tower is best told in his own words. He 
Says: 

“The place suits me exactly. I believe I 
was cut out for it, as my disposition tends 
to quietness and reserve. Then, again, 1 
love the grand old Mississippi. It is the 
king of streams. Its majestic waters are 
before me throughout the day. They are my 
first vision at waking and the last before 
going to ‘bed. 

“I rise generally about 6 o'clock in the 
morning and retire at 9 in the evening. 
During that time I am only kept busy at 
intervals. The extremely cold weather, for 
instance, kept me on the go constantly. 
The river froze around the tower, and the 
ice blocked the screens. It was necessary 
to thaw it out, but just as rapidly as that 
wae done it would freeze again. Such 
cases, however, are unusual. By our gate 
system we know nearly to the gallon how 
much water empties into the tower from the 
river. The average is about 80,000,000 gal- 
lons a day. That, of course, represents the 
amount of water consumed by the people 
of St. Louls. During the cold spell when 
hydrants were left running to avoid frozen 
pipes, the volume was much greater. 1 
recollect one day it was nearly 100,000,000 
gallons. Estimates at the pumping station, 
however, are more accurate. The total 
capacity of the six engines there for 24 
hours is about 135,000,000 gallons. 


‘Though my task is not always light I 
invariably find it pleasant. I while away 
my leisure moments smoking and reading. 
My corncob pipe and Shakspeare are my 
staunch companions. It is comfortable in 
here when the weather is below zero. The 
walls are two and one-half feet in thick- 
ness, and the stove warms the room con- 
siderably. It also serves another salutary 
purpose. I refer tocooking. I think no more 
of makingbiscuits or bread than the oprin- 
ary Man does of writing his name.This is one 
of my chief enjoyments. Though I don’t 
claim to be a utilitarian, I can cook any- 
thing from a beefsteak to a turkey. I lay 
in a stock of provisions every week. This 
is really one of my chief enjoyments. 


“I go to land every two or three weeks, 
when I visit Mrs. Kutter and the little 
ones.

go before a board of examining physicians 
and be examined for hereditary diseases, 
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which shall bar them from marriage. 


THE NEW MARRIAGE BILL. 


¢ Provate Judge in each county shall appoint 
a board consisting of three reputable physiciana, 
ene of whom shall be a femaie physician where 
jracticable; if there are not that humber of 
physicians ja any county the board shail consist 
of two, but if three are appointed, not wore 
than two shell be of the same echool of modicine 
where avoldabie. 

It shall be the duty of this board to pess upon 
the applications of all persons for lec. nees to 
marry, and po license shall be issued to persons 
contemplating matrimony unless they shall receive 
from the board of physicians so appointed a 
cereSeate getting forth that the applicants are 
free fiom the folowing ‘<iseares, aby one o 
which s all be deened sufficient cause for refus- 
ing a licenee to marry: Dipsomania, tinue insan- 
ity, hereriturv ingentv, primaiy, seondiry ofr 
tertiary sypli.is, hereditary tuberculosis or con- 
sumption. 

The examining physicians may be removed for 
cause by the State Boar! of Medical Rxaminers, 
and shall be removed for inefficiency or neglect 
ef duty when complaint is made by anv ep>.icant 
fom a mar.iage .icense whose complaint is eus- 
tained by a majo:ity vote of the board.

WHAT THE AUTHOR SAYS. 
BISMARCK, N. D., March 11. 
By Telegraph to the Sunday Post-Dispatch. 
HB object of Senate bill No. li, re- 
t quiring a physician’s examination 
before a license to marry is granted, 
is to prevent persons afflicted with dipso- 
mania, insanity, hereditary tuberculosis or 
consumption and other diseases from mar- 


ryving. 
The dill passed the Senate almost unani- 


mously last Monday after consideration by 
the Judiciary Committee, and I think it 
will ‘be universally approved by the people 
of the State. 

The records of our State Insane Asy- 
lum strongly show the necessity for this 
law. H. M. CREEL, State Senaicor. 

Senator Creel, the author of the Marriage 
bill, is a graduate of West Po'nt, was an 
officer of the United States regular cav- 
alry and resigned to enter the profession 
of the law. He is Inspector-General of 
the National Guard, an Independent Repub- 
lican and a level-headed man He was a 
candidate for Congress at the last elec- 
tion. His ‘bill was carefully considered by 
the Senate Judiciary Committee, which rec- 
ommended its passage. 

COL. INGERSOLL’S VIEW. 
OBBRT G. INGERSOLL, who is in St. 
Louis to-day, says of the Creel law: 
“So some people imagine that science 
will do away with sentiment. In my judg- 
ment science will not only increase senti- 
ment, but sense. 

‘SA person will be attracted to another for 
a thousand reasons. The handsomest girl 
in Zululand might not be attractive to Her- 
bert Spencer, and the fairest g:rl in Eng- 
land might not be able to quicken the pulse 
of a Choctaw brave. Men are influenced 
according to their capacity, their tempera- 
ment, their knowledge. 

‘Some men fall in love with a small 
waist, an arched instep or curly hair, w-th- 
out the slightest regard to mind or muscle. 
This we call sentiment. 

‘Sentiment can never be destroyed, and 
love will forever rule the human race. 

“Do I think that the marriage of the 
sickly and diseased ought to be prevented 
by law? 

‘“T have not much gconfidence in law—-n 
law that I know cannot be carried out. 
The poor, the sickly, the diseased, as long 
as they are ignorant, will marry and help 
fill the world with wretchedness and want. 

‘‘Bven if I should go to heaven and have 
a harp I could not bear to see my descend- 
ants still on the earth, diseased, deformed, 
crazed—all suffering the penalties of my ‘g- 
norance. Let us have more science and 
more sentiment—more knowledge and more 
conscience—more liberty and more love.”’

We of the United States are too prone, I 
have concluded, after careful thought, to 
rush into legislation. Tte law, after all. is 
orly public sentiment. No law that does 
not reflect public sentiment should be per- 
mitted to remain effective. Dead letter 
laws, Which are violated by common con- 
sent. and laws which are defeated in the 
lower courts on some technicality which 
the maker of that law was unable to cover, 
do more harm than good. It ig compara- 
tively easy to have a new law made and 
adopted. Man sees a reform to be 
worked out and he directly gets a measure 
es through the Legtslature; or, again, pol- 
ticlans who ‘have a point to carry often do 
so in the name of reform: politics is often 
more at the bottom of laws than Christian- 


y. 

The Creel law is in line with other pro- 
posed laws whith purpose to lessen pover- 
ty. crime and ill-health through the mar- 
riage relation, None of them has ever been 
tested, for they showed upon their faces 
that they were impractical, I think the 
worst thing we could do would be to at- 
tempt to restrict matrimory by law.

UCH a law, with proper safeguards 

for personal liberty. for no man or 

woman under the Constitution of the 
United States ‘can be deprived of life, 
Kberty .or property without due process of 
law,’ wouid prove an inestimable boon to 
humanity. Unborn mill'ons as things are 
now, are fatally predestined to future lives 
of misery. 

To be weak or tainted In organic endow- 
ment through vicious heredity is to be mis- 
erabla. The burdens of life are hard 
enough to bear by the hereditarily well en- 
dowed—the heaithy and strong. 

‘Such a law in line of that conserva- 
tlom of the best of the species for which 
medical science has. since the dawn of 
scientific medicine, beer zealously striving. 
The sanitary salvage of the human race, 
to promote and save the good and the 
healthy, is the paramount problem of our 
day and age. If civilization is to endure 
and grow stronger,civ.lized beings must im- 
prove in organic power and heaithfulness, 
and not retrograde. 

‘‘Malthus feared our production of popu- 
lation and the disproportionate increase 
of the earth's productiveness, but there 
are causes at work tending to restrict pop- 
ulation of which Malthus never dreamed. 

‘This legislative proposition is one of 
them. Lycurgus ifnitiated another. But 
there are other causes, familiar to many, 
and becoming yet better known and prac- 
ticed. and which Anthony Comstock has 
tried to prevent—which tend to restrict the 
overproduction of the unfit as well as the 
fit to live. 

“Human mature will probably be 
prompted by the instinct of self-preserva- 
tion to seek out and find a remedy for the 
evil of avergrsre en of the diseased and 
defective. n animated nature elsewhere 
we see numberless seeds going to waste, 
yet the type keeps up. 

‘Something ought to be done, something 
will be done to save society from the weak- 
ening, decadent influences of defectives and 
the disease-tainted, because disease in in- 
dividuals, like the germs which often en- 
gender it, lives its morbid and destroying 
life beyond the afflicted individual. Ingan- 
ity, imbecility, dipsomania, deafmutism, 
tuberculosis, syphilis, etec., should not be 
permitted to extend beyond the afflicted 
individual and be transmitted to innocent, 
unwilling posterity. North Dakota is mak- 
ing a move in the right direction. Leave 
to the jurists to safeguard such laws in 
conformity with the natural and lawful 
rights of individuals.

USTIN BIDWBHILL is dead. The man 
A who 3% years ago startled the police 
of both continents by h‘s daring and 
sk‘llful swindle on the Bank of England, 
by which that institution was defrauded 
in the first instance of $1,000,000, and who, 
when captured, was enabled to Withstand 
the effects of 18 years’ penal servitude, suc- 
cumbed to the grip at Butte, Mont., Tues- 

day night. 

To one man in Ch'eago the passing of 
Bidwell recalls memories which are con- 
nected’ with his active police work. This 
morring William A. Pinkerton of Pinker- 
ton’s National Detective Agency related 
the salient points in Bidwell’s life prior to 
h's conviction on the charge of swindling 
“the old lady of Threadneedle st..” as the 
Bank of England is commonly called. Mr. 
Pinkerton made the arrest. 

During the beginning of the civil war in 
this country and while but a schoolboy, 
Mr. Pinkerton remembers how he used to 
del'ght In purchasing “home-made” candy 
from George and Austin Bidwell, who ov- 
cupled the store at Madison and Dearborn 
sts. .n which Lipman’s pawnshop now is. 
Afterward they engaged in the commis- 
sion business and failed. Going Bast they 
engaged in what is known to the police as 
“business sw:ndling,”’ or a bogus commis- 
Sion trade. 

They ultimately joined the gang of 
forgers then operating under the direct’on 
of George Ingles, alias “Dutch George,” 
George Wilkes and Phil Hargraves, and 
became known as the presenters of forged 
paper. While thus engaged the brothers 
made one or two trips to Europe, and there 
passed several worthless drafts. The ease 
with which this was accomplished resulted 
in the formulation of a scheme wh'ch but 
for the failure to properly date a bill of 
exchange would have almost wrecked the 
Bank of lngland. 

In 1872 William Pinkerton was called to 
England regarding the robbery of the Third 
Nationa! Bunk of Baltimcre, Md., and was 
greatiy suprised, when tracing his sus- 
pects, to meet the Bidwell brothers. He in- 
formed the English police of the character 
of the men and that they would bear watch- 
ing. but the members of Scotland Yard 
ridiculed the idea that an Amer‘can crook 
could fool them. 


Within a few weeks they had succeeded 
in obtaining $1,000,000 of English money. 

In company with Edwin Noyes Hills and 

George MacDonald, then known as Capt. 
George E. Mathews, and operating under 
the name of Horton, Austin Bidwell suc- 
ceeded in obtaining the confidence of the 
bank officials by representing he was en-' 
gaged in the manufacture of sleeping cars, 
with a factory at Birmingham. He se- 
cured the introduction through a_ ruse. 
The swindlers had been living in the most 
expensive manner and patronized a tailor 
named Green, who had a store adjoining 
the bank. One day Bidwell asked the tailor 
to keep $50,000 for him, and when asked 
why he did not place it in the bank said 
he could not, as he did not have an ac- 
count. Green at once vouched for him, and 
the first step in the contemplated swindle 
was taken. For a time they presented 
authentic bills of exchange which they had 
purchased, and their rule ‘was invariably 
to present a small draft before attempting 
to realize on the large one. 
They were detected, owing to the fact 
that in forging a draft for 2700 pounds they 
neglected to fill in the day of the month. 
The bank sent the draft to the man sup- 
posed ‘to have drawn it to have this filled 
in, and at once learned they had been 
swindled. Mr. Pinkerton had while in 
England left the picture of the Bidwells 
with Inspector Shore, and they were at 
once identified by the bank Officers.

Chagrined over the failure to take Mr. 
Pinkerton's advice in the matter, the Eng- 


lish police now employed the agency of 
which he was a principal. The task of 
locating Bidwell was intrusted to Mr. 
Pinkerton. ‘ 

Learning the route taken by the fugitive 
was from San Tandare, in Spain. to Vera 
Cruz, Mr. Pinkerton made an overland yoy- 
age, and, reaching Havana on a cattle ship, 
entered the harbor at the identical moment 
that Bidwell’s ship cast anchor. The Chi- 
cago man at once placed Bidwell under ar- 
rest. On the night of Holy Thursday Bid- 
well escaped, but was captured two days 
later 16 miles away. While awaiting ex- 
tradition, or rather the fore!ng of che Span- 
ish Government to give up his prisoner, 
Mr. Pinkerton secured letters directed to 
Bidwell at Havana. One was from his 
brother, George, in Aberdeen, Scotland, 
and resulted in his arrest, the other con- 
tained a cipher which showed that In a 
trunk in Morris’ express office in New York 
was $20,000 worth of $1000 United States 
Government bonds, purchased with the pro- 
ceeds of the swindle.

TWO AMERICANS LOST IN RUSSIA. 


ONGRESSIONAL attention has been 
called to’remarkable disappearances 
in Russia of two young men, one

Frank Bassford was fond of adventures, 
and he decided to leave his comfortable 
home and pleasant surroundings in Vaca 
Valley to go as @ sharpshooter on an otter- 
hunting vessel. In January, 1892, he lef: 
on the schooner Allie I. Alger, Capt. Jones. 
The schooner crossed the Pacific and on 
reaching Japanese waters an accident oc- 
curred, necessitating the schooner’s going 
to Yokohama for repai:s. The Alger again 
set sail and when 120 miles from the Japan- 
ese Coast three small boats started out for 
a hunt, Frank Bassford and two compan- 
ions being in the center boat. After hunt- 
ing al) day two of the boats returned to the 
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shots were heard. They apparently came 
from the boat which contained Bassford 
and his companions. 

The hunters not returning, the next morn- 
ing a search was begun. Four days after 
a typhoon occurred, and Capt. Jones sur- 
mised that the missing hunters were caught 
in the storm. Search was, however, contin- 
ved for three weeks, with negative re- 
sults. 

On returning to California Capt, Jones re- 
ported the matter to Bassford’s relatives, 
that owing

The brothers of Bassford communicated 
with F. Coombs, who was at that time 
Minister to Japan, and Circuit Judge Me- 
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Kenna and Congressman Hilborn also in- 
terested themselves in the matter of the 
young man’s disappearance. The results 
failed to elicit anything consoling to Bass- 
ford’s relatives. 

On the tale told by Morris. who Is a Suisun 
boy, is founded the hope that Bassford 
is alive. Morris says while in Yokohamé 
about two years ago he met an American 
named Barney Fox, who was a sailor on 
a Japanese sailing vessel. Their conversa- 
tion drifted to California matters, and when 
Fox learned that his acquaintance was from 
Solano County he asked Morris if he knew 
Albert Donaldson and Frank Bassford., 
Morris replied that Bassford was drowned 
en a cruise in Northern seas. Fox assured 
him that such was not the case, and said 
that Solanoite was among a number of 
men who were captured by a Russian gun- 
boat off the Siberian coast. Fox also 
stated that the Americans were made pris- 
oners and taken to the prison at Petro- 
paulovski, on the Peninsula of Kamchatka. 

Ex-Assemblyman Bassford has received 
a communication from Washington stating 
that the matter would be investigated at 
once. 

Ira J. Whitney, the Winnebago County 
(Ill.) boy whom Congressman Hitt, through 
the State Department, has promised to 
make an effort to locate, is a son of D. 
L. Whitney, and was born at Rockton, 
Il., in February, 1867. There he grew to 
manhood and was educated in the public 
echool. He was not specially fond of his 
books, but, being possessed of quick appre- 
hensions and ready wit, maintained his po- 
sition in his class. From early boyhood 
his greatest pleasure was found in the 
hunter’s camp or fisherman’s boat. His 
love for hunting led him to become an ex- 
pert in the use of all kinds of firearms, 
and he is said to have become the crack 
shot of the Pacific coast. About 12 years 
ago he removed to Santa Barbara, Cal., 
with his parents, where he was soon recog- 
nized by pleasure-seekers and tourists as 
a successful hunter and guide, and his 
services were much sought after by the 
people. San Francisco sealers soon learned 
of his successful shooting and secured his 
services as a seal shooter. He made gsev- 
eral very successful trips in this business, 
making as high as $1100 on one trip. His 
last shipment was on board the sealing 
schooner E. E. Webber, from San Fran- 
cisco, Feb. 12, 18%. A landing was made 
at Kodakat, Lazy Bay, Alaska, from 
which place he addressed a letter to his 
friend, H. M. Widdowson of Rockton, Iil., 
on April 13, 18%. He speaks of the great 
abundance of game in that section of 
Alaska, and noted that he expected to re- 
to San Francisco in the following 
September.

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To the Editor of the Sunday Post-Dispatch. 
WANT to break a lance in behalf of 
tug-of-war contests, too hastily con- 

demned, it seems to me, by Mr. George 
Wittich. I am capvain of the local cham- 
pion 600-pound team; have been in the ath- 
letic business a long time; have trained 
men for nearly every contest in the athletic 
and gymnasium line with success, and shall 
always strenuously oppose any reduction itn 
the number of our health-giving exercises, 
pastimes and amusements. The trouble ts 
we have not enough of athletic and gym- 
nastic work to do—too little fast and deep 
breathing, too little chest expansion, and 
consequently too much consumption. Too 
little muscle, consequently too many men- 
tal, moral and physical Wrecks. To say 
tug-of-war pulls are dangerous, we may 
with as good reason do away with out pub- 
lic playgrounds, our gymnasia, our field 
days, our turnfests, our bicycle, football, 
baseball, as objectionable points may be 
found in all these. 

Tug-of-war pulls are in vogue the world 
over, I believe, and I will not go into any 
scientific arguments of detoilds, trapezius 
and bicepts, but will show by comparison 
that the tug-of-war is not as bad as some 
will have it. I do not know where Mr. 
Wittich got his figures that four men pull 
or lift 3600 pounds, but from the figures of 


my strength register the champion team 
pulled 2300 pounds in practice. The body of 
the tug-of-war athlete, after the pistol shot 
start, reclines to full length in a side-lying 
position, holding the rope with his hands 
and clinched between his upper arm and 
body. The strain of the pull is mainly on 
the hands, the thighs and shoulders; the 
hands are held between the thighs to insure 
a firmer grasp. The feet are firmly pressed 
against a six-inch heavy block of wood 
(cleat). The bent position of the body, in- 
clining forward, prevents any strain upon 
the abdominal region. The entire body is 
on line with the rope, and here 1s where 
the brain of the athlete must assert itseif 
to see that the rope is somewhat below the 
center line of the reclining body. In this 
position the athlete is free to breathe dur- 
ing the three or five minutes duration of 
the pull, unlike heavy lifting. In heavy lift- 
ing he fills his lungs and holds his breath 
in order to obtain a firmer and wider lever- 
age for the muscles of his arms, chest and 
back. If the lift is a heavy and long-con- 
tinued one the air vesicles of the lungs may

It is a fact that many 
a farmer in Europe has lost his best team 
of horses on a wager of this kind. 

It will be seen from a mechanical point, 
and one need not necessarily be an athiete, 
that the strain is not equal to that of 
lifting. In order to gain rope, at a given 
signal of the captain, seen or heard by his 
men only, the men, except the anchorman, 
slide quickly forward on the rope two or 
three inches, taking a firm hold to allow 
the “anchor” to slide forward and take uP 
rope also. The team is now ready for the 
word “heave” from the captain, who must 
wait for the opportune time to make it 
an effective pull.

They 
traveled, of course, only during the day, 
sleeping on the banks at night. The natives 
would build a hut, making a bed of leaves 
covered with a rug. Mr. Harrison was 
asked how he felt trusting himself in such 
a wild country, with a lot of natives little 
more than savages. He sa‘d there was 
little trust to be put in anything in the 
interior of a country like Borneo, and added 
incidentally that the men stole the greater 
part of their. provisions before they had 
gotten fairly started. Not only were the 
men faithless, but the chief was not to be 
trusted when a good opportunity for theft 
presented itself, and had to be treated 
almost like a child. The native of Borneo 
is suspicion itself, and is most difficult to 
deal with because he takes offense at what 
in civilized countries is deemed the great- 
est favor. 

As both Mr. Harrison and Dr. Hiller 
speak Malay, they were enabled to carry 
on an intelligent conversation with the 
ehief and a few of his men. For miles up 
the Kapuas River the chiefs understand 
this language. The native traders at Pon- 
tianak and other seaport towns have for 
years taken short trips into the intersor, 
and it is from these trips that the chiefs 
gained their knowledge of the language. 
Thas when the party met a tribe they 
could make known the object of their visit

The neighbor- 
hood coffin, a very gaudy affair, is ae 
gaged, and the body taken on the shoulders 
ef four men, all smoking and laughing, to 
the cemetery. Relatives and women never 
go to funerals. The body is removed from 
the coffin, placed in the grave, and covered 
with lime and a.few ehovelfulls of -earth. 
The coffin is taken back to its owner and 
the next day another body may be placed 
in the same grave until the hole is full. 
It is then rounded up and ieft for four 
years. At the end of that time the bones 
are dug up and thrown into the bone heap, 
which is to be found in every cemetery 
In Cristoboro Colon Cemetery in Havana 
there are four of these bone heaps, in each 
of which are thousands of skulls and other 
bones lying in the moet careless confusion 
imaginable. 

The climate here is most delightful at this 
time of the year. Rains are few and the 
heat not oppressive. The American 
soldiers are wearing blue shirts and light 
Khaki trousers, blouses being used only 
on state occasions. The average heat dur- 
ing the day is 75 deg. At night it becomes 
cooler and the soldiers find a blanket de- 
cidedly comfortable. The advice so freely 
given us before we left St. Louis to “eat 
no fruit’ is unheeded. The fruit here 
the most delightful in the world and it is so 
plentiful that the street vendors sell 
oranges four for 5c (Spanish) and pineapples 
at Sc euch. Oranges are so plentiful here 
that any farmer will give you all you care 
to take if you will but keep off his to- 
baceo. This last he guards as he would 
a gold mine, for ‘it is his only means of 
existence. This is not the season for 
bananas, but the banana plants are to be 
eFeen in profusion, and pineapple fields are 
to be seen on every eide, 

The camp of the Sixth Missour! is at Que- 
mados (pronounced Kamawdose), about 
nine miles from Havana City, but prac- 
tically a part of the city, bearing about 
the game relative position to Havana as 
Benton to St. Louls. The main street. 
Real, is thickly built up from Havana out 
past Quemados and Marianoa for 12 or 13 
miles. The houses are all ‘“‘nusmos,” the 
same, and the similarity of the architecture 
becomes oppressive. Houses are all one 
story, with high ceilings, a big, wide front 
doorway closed by a door heavy enough to 
Stand a siege, and two big iron barred win- 
Ws, one on euch side, through which the

but he admits that a night in the land of 
the headhunters is about as weird an ex- 
perience as he has ever had. It is wild 
enough during the day, when the scenery 
stands out in all ite splendor, when there 
are duties to perform, and the character- 
istics of the country impress one so strong- 
ly, but all these are eliminated by the set- 
ting of the sun. The rushing of waters, 
the voices of savages, the cries of birds 
and animals, the constant pestering of in- 
sécits, and last but not least, the chances 
that you may never again see the light of 
day, are about as terrible as ever a white 
man experienced. 

What safety is there from an attack by 
natives, numerous enough to overpower a 
small party? Again, and worse still. what 
assurance has one that the very men he 
has hired will not butcher him while he 
sleeps? The word “honor” is not included 
In the vocabulary of the tribes of Borneo: 
they have absolutely no use for it. It is 
useless to attempt hiring the better class 
inhabitants of the coast to pilot an expedl- 
tion to the interior. They have seen too 
many parties start and never return, and

interior tribes know much but the art of 
taking heads, and their chief ‘is looked 
upon as a man of great learning. This 
honor, it may be added, is gained by his 
Own ability as a head-hunter. 

It was during the rainy season that this 
trip was made, and the creeks and rivers 
were swollen most of the time. One night. 
Shortly after the start and when most of 
the party were asleep, Mr. Harrison was 
awakened by some one shaking him vio- 
lently, and recovering, he found himself 
in a foot of water, the tide carrying every- 
thing before it. He had ‘barely time to 
collect his things and run for a canoe. 
The water had risen perceptibly during the 
hour or so he had slept, and had com- 
pletely flooded the camp. 

All of the men succeeded in getting into 
their canoes, but owing to the darkness 
they could not keep together. In sucha 
contingency thtre was but one thing to 
do. The men at the ends of the boat 
guided it as best they could until they came 
-o catch it. They tied 
and waited in the 
rushing waters for daylight to come to 
their relief. In the morning the waters 
had receded and they were enabled to get 
to the shore, but the boats had separated, 
and it was with great difficulty that the 
party got together again. After that they 
camped a little further away from the 
water. 

From the account given by Mr. Harrison 
it is imposible to describe the feeling that 
comes over the traveler in a country like 
Borneo when night falls. He has traveled

they know only too well the fate that ha’ 
attended them. They can’t be bribed to 
undertake the trip; there is only one way 
in which it can be made, and that is with 
the aid of a chief and his men, who are 
not the worst type common to the country. 


I asked Mr. Harrison how he expected 
to get across the country safely, facing such 
difficulties at the outset, knowing, as he 
did from the theft of his provisions, that 
the men were far from honest. He said 
he did not anticipate any great trouble, 
that of course there was always an uncer- 
tainty in undertaking such a trip, and 
then he added that if one wants to ex- 
plore those parts of a country where no oth- 
er white man has ever trod, he must take 
the chance of remaining there indefinitely. 
“It is all the more interesting,’ he said, 
“because it is wild, and because you aré 
the first to learn its mysteries, the cxist- 
ence, habits and strange customs of the 
people.”’ 

Along the Kapuas River the party made 
its way, each night camping at some con- 
venient place on its banks. Many weeks 
were spent in. skirting its shores, and 
many thrilling experiences were met with 
before its source was finally reached. At 
this point, which is 300 miles from the 
coast, the center of the country, there is 
a fort, which was the last settlement on 
the route. This, in reality, is not a set- 
tlement, but a single house, occupied by 
a sort of trader, and is not a great dis- 
tance from the region of the Kyaks, the 
most powerful tribe in Borneo. There is 
a range of high mountains between this 


point and the head of the river on which 
the party were to proceed to the North- 
ern coast, and on arriving at the Kyak 
camp they settled down there for six weeks.

wards of 200 people, the chief having his 
“apartment” in the center, that he may 
know what is going on around him. Some 
few of the girls are good looking, but the 
majority rough skinned and coarse. When 
a young Kyak takes a girl for better or 
worse, there is no marriage ceremony be- 
yond that of feasting and dancing, but he 
must take at least one head before his 
proposition will be entertained, 

The religion of the people fs built entirely 
upon superstition. They consult the omens 
of the birds for everything they do. If the 
tribe is going to war, the birds must first 
be consulted and give their consent, other- 
wise the tribe would never be victorious. 
No matter what they plan, building a house, 
Clearing a field for rice, or a duty or pleas- 
ure of any kind, it is all left to the birds, 
Their food consists chiefly of rice and fish, 


a feeling it would be to a civilized being 
many thousand of miles from home ant 
living with savages, to be watched con- 


tinually, day and night! Imagine waking 
up at night and seeing eight or ten glassy 
eyes peering at you in the darkness! 

Photographnig the natives wes a matter 
of considerable difficulty, and much trou- 
ble was experienced in sécuring some pic- 
tures. As a rule, both the men and women 
were averse to facing the camera, and it 
was only by the most delicate pleadings 
that they could be induced to Stand for a 
picture. They lookedat the instrument 
as though it were an infernal machine of 
some sort, likely to send them into the next 
world at any moment. They had to be 
humored many ways, promised over and 
over again that it was harmless, and in 
some cases paid for the privilege. 

The “parang” mentioned above is one of 
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with a few characteristic side dishes. “If a 
traveler can gain their confidence he can 
live with them for a considerable time, but 
if he does anything to offend them, and it 
is pretty hard to know where to draw the 
line, he will realize in a short time that his 
head is to be added (© the chief's already 
large collection, 


Head-hunting is common to all the tribes 
of Borneo, and it plays .n important part 
in their lives. Much as has been written 
about it, the information has come more 
from the coast than from the interior, 
where it is practiced the most. It is a 
method of warfare, rather than a pastime, 
but is employed whenever the occasion de- 
mands it. According to the native’s belief 
he cannot enter the next world unless he 
has taken a certain number of heads, and 
the more he takes the more popular he will 
be . This is truly the belief of these people. 

Mr. Harrison said that on one occasion, 
while he was staying at the Kyak camp, he 
tried to explain to the chief how wrong ic 
was to take a human life, but the chiei 
only laughed at him, and showed him h.’ 
fireplace, where he had heads by the dozen 
dangling from a beam above. When a head 
is taken with a “‘parang,”’ the nostrils are 
plugged and it is roasted over a fire until 
the skin peels off. It is then ready for the 
purposes of decoration, and forms the 
principal ornament vf their abode. At all 
‘the camps in the interior, heads are strung 
around in conspicuous places. Cheerful or- 
naments these. ‘ 

It is a weird experience to live among a 
tribe like this. At night, when the travel- 


the chief imvlement of warfare. It is a 
kni‘e about two and one-half feet long, 
with a steel blade, and a bone handle 
decorated with human hair. It is carried in 
a wooden scabbard. The “parang’’ is so 
sharp and is so deftly handled that a single 
blow will, in nearly all cages, sever the 
head from the body. A shield is also car- 
ried by many of the men. 

Another terrible weapon of Borneo is the 
blow-pipe. This consists of a hollow shaft, 
about eight feet long, made from a hard 
wood palm. By means of a small piece of 
pith and a dart the weapon can be used 
wtih deadly effect at a distance of 80 yards. 
The darts are poisoned wtih a form of 
strychnine. How the natives get the force 
back of the dart is most mysterious, but 
they get it there with a vengeance. Tne 
weapon is used near the rivers, and is to 
be feared far more than the “parang.’’ The 
native can hide behind a tree, level his 
pipe and blow it, and the victim will never 
know what struck him. 

When the party left the Kyak camp, at 
the fort and started to cross the moun- 


tains, their real hardships began. No 
white man had ever crossed these moun- 
tains, and the feelings of the explorers 
can well be imagined. The entire d‘stance, 
of course, had to be made on foot, and re- 
quired five days’ travel under the most har- 
rowing circumstances. There was no such 


ing left but a small quantity of rice, not 
more than a handful all around. They were 
far from any river and no fish could be 
caught, and the predicament was a sad 
one, indeed. If the men were given no food 
there was no telling what they might do. 
It was the tightest fix they had yet been 
in, and one requiring great diplomacy 

They had yet four days’ hard travet 
before them. The rice was gotten out and 
a handful was given to each one, which 
constituted his rations each day for the re- 
mainder of the tramp over the mountains. 
Thus for five days the only fooa they had 
was a handful of rice. It was most diffi- 
cult to pacify the men, and when the river 
was reached the travelers were almost ex- 
hausted, but a hut was built and some 
fish caught, and they were not long in get- 
ting into shape again.

Feasts and war dances are 
indulged in, and they drink €xcessively of 
arak,” a kind of liquor, something like 
Indian “tizwin,” except that it is made of 
fermented rice. ; 

Before the travelers passed the Dyaks 
they had a scare, not knowing how they 
would be treated. When some little d‘s- 
tance outside of the camp the chief of 
the party discovered some fresh chips 
lying on the ground, denoting that the 
Dyaks were either in hiding of had been 
there very recently. Most of the men were 
afraid, for they didn’t Uke the looks of 
the chips, fearing some. members of the 
tribe had seen them and prepared to give 
battle. They knew they were outclassed In 
number, and the native of Borneo would 
rather run than fight under such circum- 
stances ‘ 

Harrison and Hiller, with the chief and 
two of his bravest men, went on ahead, 
leaving the others to follow in squads, The’ 
chances were somewhat. against them, 
which was a decidedly uncomfortable feel- 
ing, yet the natives were the most scared. 
They were looking, or rather, feeling, for 
a dart from a blow-pipe, and there was not 
a great deal of talking done for the next 
hour or so. But nothing eventful occurred, 
the Dyaks were nowhere to be seen, and 
the party reached the river in safety. 

It had now been over three months since 
they entered the Kapuas River on the 
western coast, and the heat and privations 
were commencing to tell on both Harrison 
and Hiller. Harrison got down with the 
fever, but the attack was a light one and 
he was about again in a few days. It had 
rained a good part of the time and wet ev- 
erything they had. Their bunks were soak-. 
ing wet, and it was impossible to keep 
them dry. It was the continual dampness 
that brought on the fever, and the worst 
of it was there was no remedy for the 
trouble. It would have been an advantage 
to stay on the water, but the river was 
swollen Into a raging torrent, and they had 
to remain in camp until the water receded. 
Furthermore, their canoes were not ready 
yet. It was impossible to carry the others 
over the mountains, and they had to aban- 
don them. 

Mr. Harrison describes rabbit hunting in 
Borneo as the most exciting and dangerous 
sport he has yet indulged in. He tried it 
coming down the river, and found it almost 
worth a man’s life. The hunting is done 
from the river, as there is no such thing 
as getting near enough to the animal on 
land to shoot him. The Borneo rabbit is 
about as wary a creature as is to be found 
in the universe, and a noise a square off 
will send him scampering off to his bur- 
row. A canoe is secured about 30 feet long, 
holding eight or ten people. The men at 
the front and back stand up, the former 
picking the route and giving orders to the 
latter. The men in the center watch for 
the game and do the shooting.

And, 
by the way. that is as close as the soldiers 
ever get to them. The houses are all of 
one set of colors, and that a kalsomine. 
The colors are blue 75 ont, with a pink dash, 
ard white side walls. The roofs are of 
curved tiling. The soldiers get into Ha- 
vana on a dinky steam railroad, the cars 
on which would shame a mule on the for- 
mer Jefferson av. bob-tail car line. There 
are three classes, primaro, secundo and 
tercerro, all differing in price, but the ac- 
commodations are practically the same—all 
bad. This railroad, the president of which 
is a canny Scot named McLain, is coining 
money from the travel of soldiers and the 
camp followers, there being something 
short of a million of the latter. The camp 
is delightfully eituated, the entire Seventh 
Corps being strung along the railroad for 
five miles and in plain view of the sea- 
shore, where the men go, as often as per- 
mitted, to bathe and gather shells and 
corals. The bathing is bad, from the fact 
that the shore is a mass of jaggel 
so sharp as to cut the feet into

men all wear Cuban rope-soled ‘‘chinelas,”’ 
or sandals, in the water. If the men are 
permitted to have transportation for all the 
shells and coral formations that they have 
gathered on this shore, every house in the 
State of Missouri will have a choice collec- 
tion. 

Some of the men have made progress in 
the language. It is easy to learn, and 
study, combined with association with the 
people, will give one a fair knowledge in 
two months. An amusing incident apro- 
pos of this Is told of one of the Sergeants 
of Company M. “Ahora, muchachos,’’ he 
said to a ragged Cuban boy with a bundle 
of papers under his arm. “Como se llama 
esta calle?” (Say, boy, what is the name of 
this street?) “‘Aw: talk New Nited States,” 
said the supposed Cuban boy, “I ain't no 
muchacho; I cum from de Bowery in New 
Yoik.”” The mistake was excusable, for an 
American exposed to the sun's rays here 
soon gets as brown as a born Cuban. 

The people here take kindly to the Amer- 
ican soldier, as the Sixth Missourians can 
testify from experience. In and around 
Havana some of the enlisted men of the 
extra corps have been indiscreet enough 
to over-imbfbe of the liquid fire sold. here 
at two drinks for 5 cents under the name of 
““Aguarde ente.”’ Their after conduct caused 
the natives to be somewhat shy of them, 
In the country, however, it is very dif- 
ferent. The Sixth has just returned from 
a practice march of 80 miles into the in- 
terior. At San Antonio de las Banos, @ 
town of 800 people, the entire population 
turned out to greet us and at night a pa- 
rade in honor of the soldiers was given. 
A ball was given to the officers and they 


had a jolly time trying to talk to the 
senoritas. who were very beautiful girls. 
One of the most beautiful of ail was Senor- 
ita Clementina Gespert, sister of the Cuban 
General of that name. She was the only 
one of the lot who could “‘danzon las mismo 
Americanos.” She waltzed like a fairy. The 
others danced only mgadones, a kind of 
two-step wiggle, the national dance, which 
they keep up at short intervals all night 
long. The negroes have the same dance, 
but use a tom-tom and a philharmonic for 
music. The effect on the imagination is 
very much Rider Haggard. Masked balls, 
by-the-way, are very much in the fashion 
hére: they have them every Saturday night. 
The Cubans are very proud of any . sh 
words which they may een up and it & 
very amusing to hear them put them to 
use at the wrong time. It is common to 
be toid “Goo’ bye’ when you 
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melody by some soldier was heard to say 
to a departing visitor: ‘‘Don’t care you 
never come back.’’ Possibly most of our

) em. 


There are a number of American ladies 
here, the wives of American officers. 
Theirs is not an ideal existence. Quarters 
are hard to find, and fleas and ahts are 
to be found in plenty. Every house has 
its collection of fleas, which do not bite the 
Cubans, but which are most profuse in 
their attentions to the Americans. They 
are positively immunized against all of the 

persuaders”’ which are in use in the States. 

The race question has been amicably set- 
tled here, for the Cuban negro stands 
just as well socially as his white brother, 
and a negto officer, over white Cuban sol- 
diers, is a common sight. The middle 
and poorer classes of whites and blacks live 
together, three or four families in one 
house, in the greatest felicity. 


_This is a country of great possibilities. 
Everything is crude here and the island is 
expectantly waiting for the hustling Yankee 
to get here and give them good railroads, 
street cars, sewers, bakeries, groceries, dry 
poese stores and meat shops. The country 
s wonderfully fertilé and shows evidences 
of having at one time been under perfect 
cultivation. Now it ts a waste. What are 
most needed are, first: ‘Men with some 
money, second, push and energy, and third, 
American faiming implements. With these 
things the country can be made to blossom 
as arose. Two crops of tobacco per annum 
can be raised and fine fruit for export can 
be raised all the year round. Vegetables 
will grow the year round and with Florida's 
coast but a short distance away shipping 
eould be made to pay. Railroad bu!lding 
here shoujd be a money making venture, 
and the man or men who will put decent 
street railways in the city of Havana will 
make a fortune. It is my belief that al- 
most any line of business will succeed here, 
and notably a good medium priced hotel 
real American style, not the sham as foun 
here, would be a wonderful money maker. 
The great difficulty in the way probably is 
the doubtful character of the deeds to real 
estate. This difficulty is not insuperable, 
however. 

The general feeling here among the vol- 
unteers seems to be that they will not be 
retained in the service much longer, and 
the belief is that May 1 will see them all 
at home again. Not all of the men, how- 
ever, want to 5° home, as they feel that 
the a here if lengthened out would give 
them further opportunities to learn the 
language and customs and possibly open up 
to them fields where they could make 
money. None of the Americans here eeem 
in the jeist afraid of disease. Neither yellow 
fever nor smaiipox have the terrors here 
that they have In the States, for they are 
both resultant upon uncleanliness and the 
American soldier here is essentially clean. 
He must be, perforce, and the good habits 
he has formed in the army will never 
leave him. At present there is absolutely 
no sickness in the Sixth Missouri, and the 
principal occupation of the doetors ofthe 
regiments and hospitals is dressing wounds, 
setting broken bones, curing indigestion 
and reducing “headaches.

The two wecks’ 
run is purely experimental in St. Louis, 
but the management of the two high price 
theaters confesses frankly that unless en- 
e4gements can be profitably lengthened to 
at least two weeks, St. Louis theater-goers 
must be content to accept an attraction of 
little merit occasionally. Attractions that 
are presented in St. Louls for one week 
run from three to five in Chicago and much 
longer in Boston. And in cities of one- 
tenth the size of St. Louis they draw well

for three nights and a matinee. The 
theater-going contingent in St. Louis is 
numerically as large in proportion to the 
population probably as that of any other 
city, but it does not appear to have been 
educated up to the point of going to see 
a traveling organization more than once 
during a season, even though there be a 
change of bill—that is, the managers fear 
that it hasn’t, and that is what they are 
trying to find out. 


The successful engagement of the French 
Opera Company at Music Hall indicates 
that the St. Louis public is quite ready to 
give a high-class attraction a satisfactory 
patronage for two weeks or more. M. 
Charley's organization came here practical- 
ly unknown. It began its season under dis- 
couraging auspices, but the people recogr- 
nized its merit and M. Charley has no 
reason to regret his St. Louis venture. 


The indications are that Miss Nether- 
sole, who has been carefully and astutely 
managed, will do a business during her 
second week that will justify her in com- 
ing back next season for, not only a two, 
but a three weeks’ run. Play-goers are 
quick to recognize what pleases them and 
they will soon realize that it is better to 
see a company of extraordinary merit 
three times in three plays than it is to 
see three mediocre organizations in the 
same length of time. 


There has been a good deal of discussion 
in theater circles as to whether the Grand 
Opera House made or lost money on the 
recent handsome and expensive production 
of “An Enemy to the King.’’ The writer 
has it from the highest authority that there 
was no loss, but practically no direct pe- 
cuntlary profit: Manager Giffen holds, how- 
ever, that the production was worth the 
sacrifice of a week's dividends as an ad- 
vertisement of the character of entertain- 
ment the house is offering at low prices. 
Besides he is thinking of taking the stock 
company “on the road” as soon as the 
regular season closes, with a big produc- 
tion of “An Enemy to the Kine.” If he 
does this the massive furniture and the 
heavy draperies and other properties he 
had made will soon pay for themselves. 


The colored performer has come to be 
an important factor in vaudeville. There 
are hundreds of negroes doing specialties in 
the best house of that class and they are 
réported to be invariably well behaved, 
and always courteous to people with whom 
they come in contact behind the scenes. 
Their salaries are just as high as the 
white performers’, for the men who em- 
ploy talent never pay anybody more than 
they can avoid paying. Here are a few 
quotations on colored artists, which are 
probably not more exaggerated than the 
stated theatrical salary list usually is: 
Williams and Walker, #00 a week; Jones, 
Grant and Jones, $50; Erhest Hogan, $200; 
Belle Davis, $200, and Johnson and Dean, 


$200. 


New York writers on things professional 
are having fun in a quiet way with Odette 
Tyler, who is soon to begin an engagement 
at the Herald Square Theater. The 
provocation seems to be that Miss Tyler 
has availed herself of the feminine peroga- 
tive of changing her mind and has demon- 
strated the truth of the aphorism, “Once 
an actor, @lways an actor.” When Miss 
Tyler went to London about 18 months 
ago to Mr. Gillette make a, success 
of *@eoret Service’ she lét it be known 
that she went only because she liked Mr. 
Gillette and didn’t want the play to start 
off wrong in a strange land. She remained 
in England two weeks, then, having given 
Mr. Gillette's play a push in the right di- 
rection, @he returned to New York, and 
said, so all the world might hear, that 
she was done with the moiling and toiling 
of stage life; she had taken a husband 
who had vast ancestral estates in old Vir- 
ginia and she was going to retire to them 
and never again get within smelling dis- 
tance of grease paint, in hearing distance 
of a scene shifter, or touching distance 
of a stage brace; she would become a 
Lady Bountiful, raise duoks and chickens 
and revel in the delights of a pastoral Nfe; 
many managers were eager to star her and 
authors pestered her with plays, but she 

suld have none of it; she longed for the 
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the lowing of kine and the singing of wild 
birds. 

Now that Miss Tyler is going to invade 
New York as one of a three-star combina- 
tion of which the other members are her 
husband—stage name R. D. McLean—and 
Charles B. Hanford, the New York writers 
hereinbefore referrd to, are wandering 
what made her change her mind, and 
otherwise showing their ignorance of the 
cardinal truth—“once an actor, always an 
actor.” They are also speculating as to 
who is bossing the ancestral estates in Old 
Virginia. 


Sarah Bernhardt has not only determined 
to produce a French version of “‘Hamlet”’ 
with herself in the title role, but she is 
also creditéd with the intention of taking 
a try at Romeo, in case her Hamlet is 
well received. It is also said that she is 
about ready to reconsider a patriotic de- 
cision she made long ago never to appear 
before a German audience. 


George Alexander, who is now appear- 
ing nightly in London in two plays of Mrs. 
Craigie’s—a tragic curtain-raiser, “‘A Re- 
pentance,” and a society comedy, ‘‘The 
Ambassador”—has recently accepted a 
third work from her pen. It Is a poetical 
tragedy in three acts, entitled “Osborne 
and Ursyne,” the scene being laid in Eng- 
land during the eleventh century.

A German Patent Turns Out Beautiful 
Rubies. 


From the New York Times. 

Jewels that are presented as personal 
gifts to a sovereign are not included in the 
regalia that is the property of the crown. 
One of the most splendid pear] necklaces 


that -has ever been made was given by the 
Emperor of Austria to the late Empress at 
the time the unfortunate Crown Prince Ru- 
dolph was christened. This was bequeathed 
to the young Archduchess Elizabeth, with 
a quantity of other jewels. The private 
collection of the Empress was a short time 
ago valued at over $700,000. Among the gems 
are many exceedingly fine rubies. 

These stones have been valued as much 
from the fact that they are difficult to imi- 
tate as for their beauty. But this can now 
no longer be said of them. The cheap col- 
ored glass that has been used from time 
immemorial for tawdry trinkets or theatric- 
al properties is not worth considering. Be- 
sides this, there has been nothing approach- 
ing a worthy tmitation of the ruby that 
has deserved to rank with the Parisian 
diamonds or the Roman pearls for real 
beauty or worth in its own class. 

Now, however, it is said that a patent 
has been taken out in Germany for the 
production of artificial rubles. They are 
made by a process of evaporating a mix- 
ture of alumina and chromic oxide in an 
electric furnace. They are aaid to be ex- 
ceedingly beautiful, and it is thought they 
will become as popular as the manufac- 
tured diamonds. 

he new diamond mines discovered at 
Nullagine, in the northwestern part of Aus- 
tralia, has caused as wild a rush to that 
part of the country as has been made to 
the Klondike. Auvetralia leads in another 
article of use in the jewelers’ as well as 
other trades. ‘This is mother-of-pearl. The 
shell found there is preferred to all 
others for its purity of tint and its hard- 
ness. The commercial value of mother-of- 
pearl depends on the hardness and texture

as much as on the beauty. The largest 
ype | used in the entire world comes 
rom <Australia, although the gshells are 
found in considerable a sg in Ceylon, 
Bombay and the Philippine Islands, and 
also in Lower California. But so great is 
the demand for this article of commerce 
that clam shells are pressed into service 
to furnish the cheaper sort used for but- 
tons, etc. 

Such clam shells are found in the Mis- 
sissippi River, and London is the market 
for the sale of this commodity in bulk. 

In ancient times fine mother-of-pearl was 
more esteemed than it is now. Necklaces 
and earrings were made of it, while the 
inlaid work was most highly valued. Carv- 
ing and engraving on shells are not so often 
seen as at one time, but the really artistic 
productions of this kind are much prized. 

The newest piece of jewelry is called a 
‘‘memory ring.’ It is designed to be worn 
by those forgetful people whose memories 
need constant jogeing. It is of gold or sil- 
ver, and has tiny rings to which pendants 
may ‘be attached like chartms or bangles. 
These tries are in the form of small rab- 
bits, frogs, lizards, turtles, cats and a va- 
riety of other concelits, all to stand—or hang 
—for the article to be remembered. 

Horology, as one of the industrial arts, 
has come to be recognized: and accorded a 
place in one at least of the United States 
institutions of learning. This is the Bradley 
Institute, or polytechnic, at Peoria, Ill., that 
has a department or horology, an entire 
building being devoted to the study of this 
art.

Here is 
the story his widow (who is now the wife 
of another man) tells of his end and her 
participation in the last days: 

“If I had but known the life he intended 
to follow when he sent for me to join him 
I would have remained here, not because I 
did not love him, but because of that love, 
which I knew would have brought him 
back to us some day. He was devoted to 
the children, kind and indulgent, and I shali 
always believe that this love would have 
redeemed him from the past if I had re- 
fused to leave California; but, of course, 
I did not know. 

“I joined him at his mother’s home in 
Kingfisher, Oklahoma Territory. It was 
here that I first learned of his intention to 
lead an outlaw’s life. When the trouble 
began I think I suffered most. I was un- 
acquainted with grief then, and for the 
first time in my married life I was left 
‘alone with the children—left alone, wh‘le 
Mr. Dalton set out upon the uncertain jour- 
ney to help his brothers to escape from the 
State. He was gone two weeks, and it 
seemed two years to me.- I walked the floor 
night and day in the anguish of anticipa- 
tion. Perhaps he was dead, perhaps wound- 
ed or taken prisoner along w'th hie brothers. 

“We started on our journey from civiliza- 
tion at Kingfisher, a party of seven adults 
and four children.

The wretch- 
edness of the first night’s camp is a thing 
apart in its intensity from all my other 
trials. We suspected that we were being 
followed, and so camped that night with- 
out a fire and without sleep. The plain- 
tive cries of the wildcat, the rattling leaves 
stirred by lizards or snakes, would have 
been enough to dispel all thoughts of slum- 
ber; but the soul-stirring fear that the sun 
might rise over the dead bodies of our 
loved ones kept us awake. 


“After that night we women took turns 
as sentinels, for the men always returned 
at evening exhausted from their long day's 
tramp, hunting for game and new roads 
that were safe to travel. The first time 
I took my turn in guarding the sleépers I 
was nearly wild with apprehension, I had 
been staring into the deep forest until I 
imagined every light spot a human face and 
every tree trunk a body.

“In an instant he was by the Indian’s 
side. It was ‘Indian Jake,’ a friend, 
who brought us news that we were pur- 
sued by a party not seven miles away. 
We broke up camp immediately in the dead 
of night and resumed our tiresome jour- 
ney, broken of rest and disturbed by dan- 
gers. This Indian had warned Mr. Dalton 
time after time, because he had once sayed 
his life when dying from. starvation. 

“It was a terrible life, this roving, flee- 
ing existence. The men themselves felt 
no safety, but tried to keep their fears 


to our hardships, we all were taken sick 
with malaria, and my little daughter is 
crippled for life from the effects of this 
dreadful disease.

I pulled myself to- 
gether with a jerk and entered into the con- 
versation, only to fall back into this sullen 
reverie.. Throughout this journey my eyes 
were riveted upon that man, and I felt in- 
tuitively that he was a traitor. To this 
day I believed it was he who informed the 
deputies at Ardmore of my husband's hiding 
place. 


“On the first day, when we entered the 
store, no one gave us unusual attention, 
but on the next morning quite a crowd 
had collected and eyes us curiously. I be- 
came alarmed and suspected trouble at 
once. We turned to leave the store and 
were estopped by a Sheriff, who put us 
through a sham trial over a liquor pur- 
chase in order to delay our jouney home. 
At last we were set free and immediately 
started for home, filled with apprehens‘ons 
of danger. 

“On the way we met one of the Sheriffs, 
who insolently inquired my name. I re- 
fused to give it and then he said, ‘Well, 
old girl, if you are Mrs. Dalton, we have 
got your husband back there in the 
wagon.’ 

“I fell down at his feet. Only too well 
I knew what that meant. That he would 
never be taken alive, ‘Mr. Dalton had al- 
ways sworn, and I felt that the end had 
come. It was a moment of agony too deep 
for words, and the wagon came nearer and 
nearer, bearing the form that for ten years 
had made my iife one of love. 

“The childen had first discovered the 
deputies on a ridge just above the house 
and warned their father. He saw the men, 
and, with his hand on the gun which had 
never left his side during the whole of this 
eventful year, he jumped the fence and 
started for the woods, but was stopped by 
a ehot from the Sheriff, who was hidden 
from view in a ditch. 

“The changeless round of suspense, an- 
guish and fear was over at last, and I 
thought that life held nothing more e 
cructating than what I had already an 
fered. But this wae not all, for the man 
who killed my husband asked me for his 
belt and pistols; and the man who hunted 
him down wanted his body for a traveling 
exhibition.’’ 


“REMEMBER THE MAINE!’ 


Capt. Sigsbee Denies That the Navy 
Used This Motto. 

Capt. Sigsbee, writing of the destruction 
of his battleship in the January Century, 
denies that ‘‘Remember the iMaine!”’ was 
used as a motto by the navy in the late 
war with Spain. He also indicates a per- 


fectly proper use of the phrase by patriotic 
Americans, He says: 

We have heard much of the motto, “Re- 
member the Maine.’ If we are satisfied that 
the Maine was blown up from the outside 
we have a right to remember her with in- 
dignation; but without more conclusive evi- 
dence than we now have, we are not rignt 
if we charge criminality to persons, ‘There- 
fore I conceive that the motto, ‘“‘Remember 
the Maine,’’ used as a war-cry would not 
have been justifiable. I should iike to make 
the point here, as I have made it elsewhere, 
that this great and free country, with its 
education, good intent.on, and universal 
moral influence, may go to war to punish, 
but not to revenge. Fmproperly applied, the 
motto, “‘Remember the Maine,’’ savors too 
much of revenge, too much of evil for evil; 
but it may be used in an entirely worthy 
sense. 

During the recent war with Spain about 
7 men were killed and wounded in the 
United States Navy. On board the Maine 
254 men were killed outright and others died 
later—more than 17 times ag Many @s were 
killed in the United States Navy by the 
Spanish land and naval forces during the 
entire war. In the way that the men of 
the Maine died and suffered there was 
enough of the heroic to provide a sound 
foundation for the motto, “Remember the 
Maine.” Let me dismiss the prevailing im- 

ression that this motto was used in the 
Inited States Navy, in the recent war, a5 a 
battle-signal. No United States naval ves- 
sel has entered into action flying the signal, 
‘‘Remember the Maine."’ I am glad that it 
can be so etated; yetone may excuse many 
mistaken expressions of the heat of action.

John R. Bartlett, during the war Chief 
Intelligence Officer of the Navy: “The sig~- 
nal, ‘Remember the Maine,’ has never been 
displayed on a United States man-of-war or 
by the army or navy, wi one exception. 
A signal quartermaster (an enlisted man) 
of the Coast Signal Service hoisted the sig- 
nal from the station at Port Bads, at the 
mouth of the Mississippi, when a transport 
loaded with troops was passing out to sea. 
In reporting the passing out of the trans- 
port, as was his duty, the quartermaster 
added to his message to hea quarters the
